BY THE BRITISH TROOPS 


Germans Launch Several 
Fierce Attacks at French 
Positions, But Are Blood- 
ily Repulsed — Fighting 
Continues on the Russian 
Front, But No Important 
Changes Are Reported. 


New York, October 2!.—(Bv Associ- 
ated Press Eurcpean Coble.)—Between 
the Ancre river and the Pozieres-Ba- 
paume road on the Somme front in 
northern France, British trocps, after 
successfully checking an _ offensive 
movement by the forces cf Crown 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, attacked 
successfully and pushed forward from 
°00 to 500 yards on a front of 5,000 
yards. The advance was made between 
Le Sars and the Schwaben redoubt, 
which was the scene of the earlier ‘at- 
tack by the Germans. General Haig’s 
men captured the Stuif and Regina 
trenches, advanced posts north and 
northeast of the Schwaben redoubt, and 
several hundred prisoners. 

The Germans also attacked strongly 
the French positions at Sailly-Saillisel, 
on the Bapaiime-Peronne road, as well 
as positions between Biaches and La 
ifaisonnette, near Peron:e. The attack- 
crs were repulsed generally, but Paris 
admits they gained a footing north of 
Blaise wood. The French succeeded in

GERMANS DRIVEN 
F ROM POSITIONS 
BY BRITISH FORCES 


London, October 22.—Advancing ona 
line of 5,000 yards between the Schwa- 
ben redoubt and Le Sars, on the Somme 
front in France, British troops have 
pushed their line forward from 200 to 
5900 yards, says the ofiicial statement 
issued last night from general head- 
quarters in France. The British cap- 
tured Stuff and Regina trenches and 
took several hundred prisoners, 

Previous to the attack an attempted 
offensive on the part of the Germans 
wus repulsed by the Bricish., 

The statement reads: 

“Early Saturday the 
determined attack in 
strength on the Schwaben §redoubt 
(Thiepval area.) At all points except 
iwo he was repulsed with loss: before 
teaching our trenches. At two points 
he entered the trenches but was eject- 
ed immediately, leaving five officers 
and 70 men prisoners and a large num- 
per of dead in front of our trenches.

TOOK PART IN ROBBERY 
OF BURROUGHS PAY CAR 


Dallas, Texas, October 21.—A man 
who gave his name as James Walton, 
of St. Louis, who was arrested here 
late today, is said by the police to 
have confessed that he participated in 
the robbery of a pay car of the Bur- 
roughs Adding Machine company at 
Detroit August 4, last, of $30,000. Wal- 
ton is alleged to have implicated two 
other men, who, he is quoted as saying, 
secured the greater part of the stolen 
money. 

The man, who said he was 23 years 
old and an electrician by trade, was 
out riding in an automobile with his 
young wife when he was arrested. 

“I was not'sober when we did that 
job,” Walton is alleged to have told 
the officers.

One 
of the guards in the car was wounded 
in an exchange of shots with the high- 
waymen.

To Pass on Moving Pic- 
tures—Episcopal Conven- 
tion Discusses Effect of 
“Movies” on American 
Morals. 


St. Louis, October 21.—The general 
convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
church turned its attention today on 
the effect of moving pictures on the 
morals of America. .A resolution adopt- 
ed by the house of deputies directed the 
'ehurch social service commission to 
arrange conditions to create 2 national 
board of censors. 

Whether the class of motion picture 
films shown in the Unitei States is 
improving was the question raised with 
the submission of the resojution, sub- 
mitted by Rev. E. V. Shaylor, of Seat- 
tle. 

Social Habits Scored. 

The clergy and laity of the church 
are urged in a resolution adopted by 
the house of deputies to the “rigid ob- 
servance in all social habits of those 
Christian principles which make for 
sobriety, purity and holiness in life.” 
The resolution, which, was presented by 
the Rev. James E. Freeman, of Minne- 
apolis, Minn., asserted that “there is a 
conspicuous laxity” in the observance 
of such laws in the United States, 
‘manifesting itself in the increasing 
tendency to divorce and the dishonor 
of Sunday.” 

The resolution also asserted that “the 
awful tragedy of Europe demands a 
searching investigation of the stand- 
ards of our individual and corporate 
life.’ American life, it asserted, “is 
marked in a vulgar and flagrant way 
by ostentatious luxury ans prodigal 
extravagance, creating false standards 
‘of living and tending to make more evi- 
dent the cleavage between rich and 
poor.” 

Remarriage of Divorced Persons. 

That the fight within the church for 
the prohibition of the remarriage by 
its clergymen of divorced persons was 
not ended when the house cf deputies 
recently rejected the proposal was evi- 
denced today in a resolution introduced 
by the Rev. Leighton Parks, of New 
York, and referred to the commission 
on holy matrimony.

MARTIAL LAW SUPREME 
THROUGHOUT MEXICO 


| Saturday, 


Carranza Issues a Decree Sus- 
pending All Constitu- 
tional Guarantees. 


Atlantic City, N. J., October 21.—Gen- 
eral Carranza’s decree of October 9, 
Suspending constitutional guarantees 
throughout Mexico, as translated and 
laid before the American representa- 
tives on the Mexican joint commission 
today, provides that for nearly all of- 
fenses not covered by the civil] code, 
Summary punishment may be inflicted 
by the military authorities. Interfer- 
énce with railway traffic, robbery, in- 
cendiarism and assault in its various 
forms are characterized as crimes pun- 
ishable by death without the formality 
of trial when the evidence is apparent. 


iIn no case has the accused the right 


to appeal. 

The preamble of the decree, which 
cets forth the reasons for the suspen- 
sion of guarantees and which was of 
especial interest to the American com- 
missioners, says: 

“Whereas, brigandage in all its mani- 
festations, has brought insecurity in 
the country districts, forcing the in- 
habitants of haciendas, ranches, ham- 
lets and other small communities to 
leave them and seek personal safety 
in the larger centers of population, 
which is notably injurious to agricul- 
ture, commerce and other sources of 
national wealth, and since the conse- 
quences of the evil we have been dis- 
cussing have appeared recently even 
in the principal cities, for even in the 
capital itself persons who were walk- 
ing the streets have been attacked at 
night; suburban trains have been held 
up and the passengers robbed; burgla- 
ries accompanied by violence have been 
of frequent occurrence in private resi- 
dences; all of which has greatly alarm- 
ed the people so that it is an urgent 
necessity that such a serious state of 
affairs be put an end to by an extreme 
measure which may be efficacious in 
this instance and which in fact had 
excellent results in analogous circum- 
stances in other periods of the nation’s 
history as was the case after the three 
years’ war in the time of President Be- 
nito Juarez.”’

Washington, October 21.—Organized 
labor's first official appeal to its mem- 
bership in behalf of President Wilson's 
re-election wa made public today at 
the American Federation of Labor 
headquarters. It is in the form of a 
eircular letter to all officers of or- 


ganized labor, calling on them to nold : 
necessary to con-| 


meetings if 
sider the issues of the campaign and 
see to it that wage-earners go to the 
polis to protect their interests against 
“Wall street.” 

The letter is signed by Samuel Gom- 
pers, president; James O'Connell, vice 
president, and Frank Morrison, secre- 
tary, as the federation’s labor repre- 
sentation committee, and it has Deen 
sent to the heads of all affiliated or- 
Zanizations. It praises the presidevt’s 
course in foreign affairs, declaring 
that without war he has secured all 
the protection and benefits that would 
have accrued from a successful \ar, 
and asserts that at home the labor 
movement “has been able to secure 
recognition for the rights of human 
beings and opportunity for all to par- 
ticipate in the affairs of the natio: in 
a degree that never before has been 
accomplished.” 

Labor’s Appeal for Wilson. 
Following is the letter in part: 
“Greetirg: Never at any time with- 

in the last fifty years have the work- 
ers had more at stake in any political 
campaign than in the one that is tu be 
decided in the election of November 7, 

“During the present administration 
and particularly in this campaign 
there has been developed clear-cut is- 
Bues between the workers—the pro- 
ducers—and those who manipvlate the 
products of the labor of others—the 
exploiters. The issue is represented in 
the campaign by the conflicting initer- 
é€sts represented by labor and Wall 
Street. 

“During the present administration 
the organized labor movement has 
been able to secure recognition for the 
rights of human beings atd opportu- 
nity for all to participate in the af- 
fairs of the nation in a degree that 
has never before been accomplished. 

“The dignity of human life and the 
Value of the co-operation of 
whose work is necessary to the proc- 
esses of industry and commerce have 
been given an important place in con- 
sidering all problems that concern the 
nation. This recognition has taken the 
form of legislation necessary to pro- 
tect the interests of wage-earners and 
in the ideals of humanity that have 
guided and directed nationg!] policies, 
both at home and in our relations with 
Other nations. 


Foreign Policies Upheld. 


“Though half of the wor'd has been 
involved in a terrifie conflict and it 
seemed at 
Inust be drawn into the vortex of hu- 
man slaughter, yet the chief executive 
of our land has been able to manage 
the affairs of the naxion and the inter- 
ests of our citizens so that without the 
horrors Of war he has established and 
Maintained protection of human life 
and human rights in the somewhat 
Vague domain of international law. 
Without involving this nation in war he 
has Secured for us all of the protec- 
tion and all of the benefits that would 
have accrued from a successful inter- 
national law, and by diplomatic corre- 
Spondence hus achieved the victory of 
embodying concepts of humanity in in- 
ternational activity, at least in so far 
as America is concerned. 

“What has been true in the case of 
the Kuropean war is also true in the 
case with the relations between our 
country and Mexico. 

“The inkerests that Wave been seek- 
ing to plunge our country inte war not 
Only with European countries, but also 
With Mexico, are the interests that are 
represented by the most selfish and 
most consa@enceless element of Wal] 
Street. 

Humanitarian Legislation. 

“So far as the internal affairs of our

FATHER FOUND GUILTY 
OF KILLING DAUGHTERS 


Alleged Fudge Murdered Girls 
to Please Woman He 
Wanted to Marry. 


Pensacola, Fla., October 21.—Murder 
in the first degree without recommen- 
dation for mercy was the verdict today 
against E. J. Fudge, charged with slay- 
ing his two daughters, after the jury 
had deliberated two hours and ten min- 
utes. He will be sentenced Thursday 
to be hanged on a date the governor 
will name later. 

L. W. Nelson, defendant’s attorney. in 
his closing argument for Fudge, spoke 
two hours, upholding the theory that 
‘he older girl, Tennie, aged 14, had kill- 
ed her sister, Ethel, 11, and then com- 
mitted suicide. 

Evidence that Bertie Mundy, the 
woman in the case, wrote a note which 
was found in the bay, was one of the 
big. sensations on the closing day of 
the trial. The note was worded as fol- 
lows: : 

“T am the one that killed those Fudge 
children. I live at Red Bluff. Guess 
who.”’ 

Dr. Lewis Schulzhoefer. of Birming- 
ham, handwriting expert, swore that 
the handwriting in this note and one 
that was written by the Mundy woman 
before the grand jury was identical. 

Bertie Mundy. a won:an with whom 
Fudge was well acquainted before the 
death of his children, it is claimed, and 
whom he is alleged to have wanted to 
marry, but ‘who objected io his children, 
it is charged, is held in the county fail 
without bail. Further developments, 
officials say, are expected in regard 
to her. It was necessary to jail her for 
contempt of court before she would tes-

BOLL WEEVIL EXPERT 
ASSIGNED 10 GEORGIA 


C. B. Burley, of Louisiana, 
Will Work in State Dur- 
ing the Winter.

Washington, October 21.—(Special.) 
J. Phil Campbell, extension director of 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture, has been notified by the United 
States department of agriculture of the 
appointment as assistant field agent 
of C. B. Burley, of Monteray, La., and 
assigned for work in Georgia during 
the remainder of the fall and winter. 

Mr. Burley is a Louisiana planter 
who has had years of successful ex- 
perience in growing cotton under -se- 
vere boll weevil conditions. He was 
for a number of years demonstration 
agent in one of the delta counties of 
that state. During the present year 
he was employed for a period of two 
months by the chamber of commerce, 
Montgomery, Ala., co-operating with 
the department of agriculture, Ter the 
purpose of assisting the county agents 
in the Montgomery trade territory in 
boll weevil work. It was here that he 
earned the sobriquet “Boll Weevil Bur- 
ley.”’« 

Mr. Burley will probably have tem- 
porary headquarters at Americus or 
Albany or some other accessible point 
in the southern part of the state. His 
work will be to assist county demon- 
stration agents in meetings and other- 
wise..

Athens, Ga., October 21.—Heavy loss! 


has been sustained by pecan orchards 
in some sections of Georgia during the 
last twelve months by reason of the 
attack of the case bearer, an insect 
that destroys the fruiting buds of the 
pecan tree. A circular has just been 
issued by J. W. Firor, of the horticul]- 
tural department of the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture, descrinines the 
life habits of the case bearer and tel)}- 
ing how it can be controlled by spray- 
ing. Professor Firor has been con- 
ducting demonstrations in parts of 
south Georgia during the past year to 
show pecan orchardists how to escape 
what threatens to be a very serious 
menace to pecan growing in the siate. 
‘Professor Firor says that trees at- 
tacked by the case bearer apparertly 
quickly recover by putting out -rew 
buds and leaves where they have Leen 
destroyed by the insect, but the buds 
which the case beurer has destroved 
are fruit-bearing, while those which 
come forth afterwards are not. The 
circular covering the subject is for 
free distribution.

Absence of (/-Boat Activity 


~ Helps Strengthen Securiti 


Short Covering Principal 
Strength in Stocks—Gen- 
erally Felt in Financial 
Centers That Wilson’s 
Chances for Re-election 
Are Growing Stronger. 


New York, October 21.—(Special.)— 
The security markets during the past 
week have been generally strong, part- 
ly because there has not been any ac- 
tivity on the part of German sub- 
marines for some time. The reactions 
of the market were due altogether to 
fears of international complication re- 
sulting from the submarine operations 
off the American coast, but so far 
nothing has arisen to suggest any se- 
rious diplomatic difficulties. The mar- 
ket is of such a character, however, 
that any renewal of torpedoings by the 
submarines would probably have a dis- 
astrous effect on security prices. The 
principal cause of strength in stocks 
has been short covering, as a very 
large short interest was formed on 
the weakness immediately following 
the last operations of the submarines. 
Very little new buying has appeared 
in the market excepting by profes- 
sions. Large interests have found 
many securities at prices which seemed 
to offer unusual opportunity for in- 
vestment, but the smaller outside spec- 
ulators and investors seemed to be 
nervous and unwilling to make new 
commitments at this time. A few who 
had sold out on profit-taking opera- 
tions before the material weakness de- 
veloped recovered their stocks, but did 
not amount to a very large volume of 


trading. 
Traders’ Market. 

The market has passed from a boom 
market to a traders’ market, and may 
remain in this condition until after 
election day. Although important fi- 
nancial and banking interests do not 
admit any change of feeling regarding 
the outcome of the presidential elec- 
tion, there seems to be plenty of un- 
certainty about it now, whereas only a 
few weeks ago financial opinion seem- 
ed to be positive that Mr. Hughes 
would be elected president. There is 
some talk here and there in which it 
is tentatively admitted in important 
financtal circles that Mr. Wilson has 
excellent prospects of re-election, and 
based upon such a supposition it 1s 
stated that although the market will 
undoubtedly sell off in such an even. 
for a few days after the election, thar 
it will quickly recover. some impor- 
tant raiiroad executives have deciared 
themselves in favor of his re-election, 
which has been the principal cause of 
the new uncertainty of the outcome 
which has arisen. The railroad stocks 
were comparatively stronger than Iin- 
dustrials during the past week, partly 
ae a result or the jact that subma- 
rine activities will not affect them as 
much as industrials if the Germans re- 
new their warfare in American waters, 
but algo because of the continued large 
earnings of many railroads. 

lidineis Central increase in dividend 
rate came as a surprise to the market 
and algo was a factor in producing a 
demand for the better class shaces. 
The money market situadion has been 
somewhat against active trading in se - 
curities during the week, but if othe! 
factors had not been responsible for 
curtailed trading it is probable that 
money rates would not have held trad- 
ing down. Although the inordinately 
high prices which have been reached 
for cotton and grain ought to have 
proved stimulating to trading In securi- 
ties, little attention Was paid ao the 
fact that farmers and other handlers 
of grain and cotton will be more pros- 
perous this year than ever before in 
the history of the country. Sooner or 
later, however, the profit which is being 
made from agricultural products will 
pass into general circulation and much 
of it will find its way into security mar- 
kets. Judging solely by fundamental 
conditions, atxer the present hesitant 
tendency in securities, due to election 
uncertainties has passed, a resumption 
of eonstructive security markets is to 
be expected regardless of the outcyme 
of the presidensial elections. Call 
money rates advanced 4 per cent dur- 
ing the week and banks showed a de- 
cided tendency toward placing restric; 
tions upon loans, even at ths high rates 
which prevailed. The position of New 
York banks has been seriously affected 
by heavy withdrawals of funds for 
shipment to the interior within the 
last few weeks. Although the grain 
crops have been lat® and money is not 
needed in even the usual volume for 
crop movement, industries in the mid- 
dle west have never been more active, 
and large amounts are requ:red from

Some New York banks called

the United States did not advance in 
keeping with New York, it is probable 
that a large amount of money will be 
attracted to this center, which will ease 
the present temporary tendency toward 
stringency. Time rates have only been 
a little firmer. 


More Gold Importations. 


The renewal of gold importations 
for the account of Great Britain has 
been without definite influence on the 
foreign exchange market. Exchange 
of the allies, especially France and 
Great Britain, has been firm. Russian 
exchange has fluctuated rather sharply, 
but the easier tendency has been fol- 
lowed by a renewal of strength on 
good buving of roubles, 

It is reported that Great Britain 
would float a loan of $250,000,000 in 
the United States directly after elec- 
tion day, but this has not been offi- 
cially confirmed. Whether or not this 
loan will be made in November is un- 
certain, but if it does not come in the 
next few weeks it is expected toward 
the end of the year or early in 1917. 
Judging by the readiness with which 
recent foreign loans have been absorh- 
ed, the American market has not near- 
ly exhausted its possibilities in this 
line, and a large number of additional 
loans will probably be made in the 
next year or so 

The report of the American Railway 
association shows that there was a 
great increase in the number of cars 
in gervice throughout the United 
States and Canada. On September 30 
the net shortage of freight cars in 
the United States and Canada was 61.- 
031, as. compared with a shortage of 
19,878 cars on August 31. At the end 
of September in 1915, there was a sur- 
plus of idle cars to the extent of 78.- 
331 cars, which shows how much more 
active railroad traffic is this vear than 
it was last year. In view of the fact 
that grain and cotton crops were of 
unusual size last year and are far be- 
low normal this year, it can be readily 
seen that a vast amount of other mer- 
chandise, manufactures, etc. is moving 
this year in excess of the autumn ef 
1915. The present outlook is for even 
further increase in the _ shortage of 
freight cars during the current month. 
Railroads have taken all possible steps 
to keep cars moving and to have as 
many in service as possible, and have 
introduced many methods for doing this 
that were never practiced before, and 
thus have been saved from a far great- 
er shortage which would exist under 
the old system. 

Wave of Foreign Selling. 

The recent high prices which pre- 
vailed for various securities attracted 
a new wave of selling by. foreign hola- 
ers. This is especially true of some of 


business. 
loans during 
to strengthen 
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the industrial stocks, as foreigners had 
pretty well liquidated their railroad se- 
curities. The United States Steel cor- 
poration reports that 537,809 shares of 
Steel common were held in _ foreign 
countries on September 380, which is a 
decrease of nearly 90,000 from the total 
on June 30, held abroad. On March 31, 
1914, the foreign holdings of United 
States Steel common were 1,285,636 
shares, indicating that over half of the 
holdings before the war have been 
since sold here. 

Various developments in railroad 
circles indicate that the eight-hour 
labor law has not affected the finan- 
cial position of the roads to a great 
extent. The increase in the Illinois 
Central dividend rate on the common 
stock to 6 per cent per annum is ex- 
pected to be followed by increases in 
rates on other stocks, and several com- 
panies not paying dividends on their 
preferred or common stocks are éx- 
pected to either resume such payments 
or make initial payments before long. 
The Southern railway and the Erie 
railroad have plans under considera- 
tion for financing on a large scale 
through general mortgages or other 
large bond issues, and the market for 
new railroad bond flotations is be- 
lieved to favor extensive financing at 
the present time. It is reported that 
the New York Central will soon <ffer 
$25,000,000 in new stock to its shire- 
holders at par. Railroads are order- 
ing equipment and new rails on ati ex- 
tensive scale. All of these activities 
indicate that either the present pros- 
perity will offset the increased cost of 
labor or else that higher freight rates 
are expected. It is reported that the 
president will introduce legislation at 
the December meeting of congres: to 
grant increases in freight rates com- 
mensurate with the higher wages 
which will result from the new 
laws. 

The paper industry is in the midst of 
tremendous activity and the highest 
prices on record prevail for nearly all 
kinds of paper products. New con- 
tracts for paper used by publishers 
have been prepared or will be in the 
near future under which prices will be 
greatly advanced for 1917. These con- 
ditions have brought prosperity tuo tne 
industry, and it is being reflected in 
steady advances in the prices of pa- 
per company securities. One of the 
leading paper companies has been re- 
organized and another is expected to 
make some readjustments of capital. 
It is many years since paper comoany 
securities were prominent in trading. 

Oil Stocks Booming. 

The oil stocks have been booming as 
a result of the improving conditions in 
the oil industry and many new high 
records were scored for stocks of tne 
Standard Oil group and independent 
companies during the week just clvused. 
The great increase in automobile sales 
in the last year and the plans of mo- 
tor companies for further increase in 
their output indicates a steady in- 
crease in demand for oil products in 
this country. After the war is over, it 
is expected that exports of oil will in- 
crease to a very material extent. 

Copper prices were firm during the 
past “week as a result of an increase 
in demand for the distant deliveries 
of the metal and some contracts for 
deliveries as far distant as December, 
1917, were revorted. The nearer months 
are quoted at 29 cents a pound, with 
spot copper higher than that. 

Steel manufacturers are not only far 
behind in their own work, but they are 
finding it hard to make delkveries ow- 
ing to the freight car shortage. They 
are not taking any business that they 
cannot fill and are therefore _ still 
forced to refuse a large amount of 
business for deliveries during the next 
few months. Neither consumers or 
manufacturers are anxious to have 
business booked too far ahead as con- 
ditions may change at any time. As 
a result, it is probable that October 
unfilled tonnages will show decrea'ses. 
Railroads are placing orders, however, 
for any deliveries which they can get, 
near or distant. Steel prices are tend- 
ing upwards, and the general average 
of stee! products is now at the high- 
est on record. 

Whext prices took a sudden jump of 
seven cents a bushel during one of 
the sessions of the past week, and 

rices in all of the leading markets 
ave ‘Seen very strong. The shortage 
of supplies throughout the world is ex- 
pected to result in further active com- 
petition for North American grain, and 
it is predicted that far higher prices 
will be seen, with many predictions of 
$2 wheat before the present grain year 
has closed, 

Cottun prices went to new high rec- 
ords, with futures crossing 18 cents a 
pound early in the week and some 
options later crossin 19 cents, and 
with 20-cent cotton Believed not far 
off. Southern selling hag not been on 
as large a scale recently, while ‘specu- 
lative, trade and export buying has 
readily absorbed all offerings. The 
cotton market is not in healthy con- 
dition as the short interests is very 
small, and any ‘sudden change in con- 
ditions might see very wide breaks in 
the staple. 


Coffee. 


New York, October 21.—The market for 
coffee futures was more active today and 
prices ruled steadier on covering and some 
fresh buying from outside sources. The 
opening was steady at an advance of 6 to 
11 points and after some early irregularity 
active months sold about 11 to 18 points 
net higher’ with March advancing to 8.51 
and July to 8.61. Part of the trade was in 
the “way of switching from December to 
later deliveries and there appeared to be 
consideruble covering by near month shorts 
as well as renewed buying by Wall street 
and cotton trade interests on a theory that 
coffee values have not yet responded to in- 
fluences which are making for higher prices 
in other commodities. The close was 13 to 
17 points higher. Sales, 39,500. 

Spot coffee dull; Rio sevens, 9%: Santos 
fours, 10%. Cost and freight offers were 
delayed with the .few quotations received 
about unchanged. 

The official cables reported no change in 
spots and either Rio or Santos, but Santos 
futures were 75 reis higher. Rio exchange 
1-32d lower, Santos cleared 7,000 bags for 
New Orleans. Brazilian port receipts, 62, - 
000; Jundiahy receipts, 41,000.

BRITAIN RESUMES 
GOLD SHIPMENTS 


England Anxious to Keep 
Money Cheap Here—Evi- 
dences of Great Prosperity 
Seen by Vanderlip. . 


New York, October 21.—(Special.)— 
No doubts were expressed by prominent 
bankers this week as to why England, 
after a pause of several weeks, sud- 
denly resumed gold shipments to this 
country last Tuesday by way of Can- 
ada, Many people in the financial dis- 
trict believe firmly that the real motive 
Charles H. Sabine and his associates 
had in giving out the now famous peace 
interview on October 6 was to frighten 
speculators and thereby check the wild 
bull market which admittedly had got- 
ten oux of the hands of the powers that 
be in Wall street. Sabine admitted this 
week in private conversation with your 
correspondent that he hada motive and 
a good one, but he declined to tell what 
x was. He did say, however, that when 
he gave out his peace interview he was 
absolutely ignorant of the submarine 
developments which were about to take 
place in nearby waters, the’ inferen’e 
being that, if he had known of what 
the U-53 was about to do, he would 
have remained silenk. 

Recovers From Fight. 


But the point of this story is that this 
week Wall street recovered fully from 
its fright over both the Sabine peace 
talk and the German submarine activi- 
ties and wild million-share-a-day spec- 
ulation was resumed. As a result, cali 
money again jumped to 4 per cent and 
iingland, which has the best legitimats 
vanKing reasons in the world for keep- 
ing money in this country cheap, re- 
sumed her gold exports. On October l, 
i916, because of the yellow meal im- 
ported from the allies, this countrys 
zold holdings amounted to $2,036,009,- 
068, compared with 92,141,782,209 on 
ihe same day of 1915, and only $1,361,- 
855,764 on October 1, 1914. Without that 
guid credit here would be aS sCarce as 
nen’s teeth. kngland and her allies 
have already borrowed a billion dollars 
nere and musan get more. Moreover, 
unless England is able to maintain 
credits here to pay for war suppiies, 
exchange will go against her, and for 
every 20 per cent aecline in exchange 
she must pay $6 for every $5 worth oi 
supplies purchased here. And then 
kngland iS amxious to keep money 
cheap here to encourage both specula- 
tion and investment and thereby aid 
her in liquidating American securities 
owned abroad. 

Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the 
National City bank, the countrys 
largest financial institution, returned 
from an extended western trip this 
week with the statement that on all 
sides he had tound “evidences of great 
prosperity.” No details were given; if 
any are desired one development of the 
week here in Wall street might be 
quoted. Last Tuesday, the’same day 
Mr. Vanderlip returned to his desk, 
Wall street learned thanx the New York 
Central board of directors, which now 
include such men as William Rocke- 
teller, Marvin Hughitt, George F. Ba- 
ker, Ogden Mills, Robert S. Lovett, hal 
detinitely detided to raise money needed 
for improvements by the sale of $25.- 
v00,000 new stock. 

Stock Hard to Sell. 

Iivery railroad would like &o raise its 
funds by the sale of stock instead of 
bonds. In hard times dividends on stock 
can be reduced or even passed: but un- 
less interest on bonds is paid promptly, 
the day it is due, there is only one re- 
sult, receivership. Despite their natural] 
dislike for increasing bonded debt, i 
has been many a lon day since the 
railroads have been able to gel] stock. 
The last New York Central sold was 
the $28,984,000 offered to shareholders 
exactly ten years ago, or in 1906. 

It is not neceSsary to go far to find 
the reason. New stock under the law 
cannot be sold to shareholders for less 
than par, $100 a share. In 1914 New 
York Central's management, that prup- 
the price was still down to 81%. This 
year it has never been below par, and 
a few days ago 114% was touched. In 
brief, New York Central is now in the 
strongest position in its history, earn- 
ing at the rate of 19 per cent on its 
outstanding stock, compared with the 
11.1 per cent actually reported for-the 
fiscal year ended December $81, 1915; 3.75 
for 1914, 5.8 for 1813; 6.2 for 1912; 6.§ 
for 1911; 6.4 for 1910; 6.2 for 1909. 

Until E. H. Harriman bought $20,- 
000,000 New York Central for Union Pa- 
cific, and injected new life into New 
York Central's management, that prup- 
erty was suffering from other Riese 
than poor earnings. That is why the 
recovery in earning power is so marikc- 
ed. But there are other railroads than 
New York Central which, because of 
larger earnings, will now be able ty 
sell stock instead of bonds. That is 
certainly a trustworthy sign of coun- 
try-wide prosperity.

United States Steel Nearly 
| Equals Its September Rec- 
| ord—New Record Is Made 
| by General Motors. 


New York, October 21.—Enormous 
trading in United States Steel was 
again the foremost feature of the week- 
end session, that stock on its further 
advance of a point to 120% coming 
within 4 of a point of its record 
achieved the latter part of Septem- 
ber. Dealings in steel amounted to 
about 250,000 shares out of a total of 
775,000 shares. 

Other striking features were the new 
record made by General Moturs, which 
rose 36 points to 825, and the new max- 
imum gcored by sugar shares, Cuba 
Cane rising a fraction to 69%, Ameri- 
can Beet 14% to 101% and Cuban-Amer- 
ican 84% to 226%, with a 12-point ad- 
vance for §$o0uth Porto Rico to 220, 
that quotakion, however, being far be- 
low its high level. 

Central Leather also broke into new 
ground, advancing 7 points to 89, and 
Utah Copper, on its gain of 2%, dupli- 
cated its record with substantial im- 
| provement in other metals. The leather 
| issues were materially higher, also a 
‘few of the equipments and semi-war 
descriptions. 

These advances were partly offset by 
pressure against investment rails, ir- 
regularity in shipping shares and pe- 
troleum and moderate reversals in more 
obscure specialties. Low-priced rails 
were in further demand, especially Wa- 
bash and Missouri Pacifics. 

The bank statemene was the most 
encouraging presented of recent weeks, 
actual loans decreasing by almost $42,- 
000,000, with a cash gain of about $29,- 
000,000 and an increase in reserves of 
over $30,000,000, bringing the excess 
reserves up to about $100,000,000. 

Week-end market news wag alto- 
gether favorable, commercial and in- 
dustrial trade reports showing a quick- 
ening ofthe recent swift pace. Advices 
from steel centers indicate additional 
price advances in the coming week. 

Bonds were reactionary, in conse- 
quence of further offerings cf interna- 
tional issues. Total sales, par value, 
$2,640,000. United States ponds were 
unchanged on call during the week.

|OLL WEEVIL EXPERT 


WHIPS PEST IN DECATUR 


Demonstration Agent Teaches 
Farmers to Grow Cotton 
‘Despite Weevil. 


eis SPOR 
Bainbridge, Ga., October 21.—(Spe- 


cial. )—Decatur.county in general and 
Cc. C. Lewis, demonstration agent and 


boll weevil expert, in particular, be- 
lieve that the-bolti weevil has been 
beaten in this“ county, if’ the fight 1s 
kept up in the future as it has been 
this year. 

The federal department of agricul- 
ture, co-operating with the state col- 
lege at Athens, knowing that the first 
pronounced damage would perhaps 56 
noticeable in this county, decided to 
center the fight in wecatur, realizing 
that the outcome of the fight in Geor- 
gia another year would depend to a 
large degree, if not altogether, on 
what Decatur did this year to meet 
the invasicn. To this end they went 
into Louisiana and selected Mr. Lewis, 
who is a practical farmer and has had 
years of experience with the boll wee- 
vil before he was ever heard of in 
Georgia. 

Coming here in the late fall of last 
year, Mr. Lewis immediately began 
holding farmers’ meetings and encour- 
aging destruction of the stalas and 
other residue of last year’s crop. 
Farmers were told to plant only such 
acreage of cotton as could be worked 
well and hastened to maturity. As 
soon as the squares began to form and 
fall, Mr. Lewis went from farm to 
tarm urging the farmers to pick these 
up and burn them. When cotton be- 
gan to open they were urged to get 
it out of the way as rapidly as possi- 
ble and begin destroying the stalks 
and turning under the land for another 
year. 

W hile nave been some who 
thought Mr. Lewis’ instructions were 
needless, the majority of the farmers 
in the county have heeded the depart- 
ment man and have made cotton, de- 
spite the mid-season floods. As a re- 
sult there is more money in Decatur 
than ever before in history. A part of 


i iere 


the gospel preached has been to raise} 


a 


enough food to make cotton a sur- 
plus, and smokehouses are full of well- 
cured meats, cribs bursting with corn 
and sweet potatoes and syrup are 
abundant, leaving the farmer is l16- 
cent cotton as a surplus. 

e department idea as advanced by 
Mr. Lewis has been that there is no 
need to abandon cotton simply because 
the boll weevil is here, but that cot- 
ton can still be raised profitably and 
time left in which to grow one’s sup- 
plies. This year’s experience has 
demonstrated the correctness of this 
assumption, and Decatur county feels 
that the fight has been won. Tenant 
farmers who followed the instructions 
of the expert, are pointed out in every 
part of the county who have made 
money this year, desrite the weevil. 
Larger farmers have produced eon larg- 
er tracts an average of three-fourths 
of a bale to the acre. Some there are, 
of course, who failed to make a good 


bale on.as many as 30 acres, but most 


‘of these are those who failed .o take 
up the fight and they are today on the 
mourners’ bencn of repentance. 

Mr. Lewis will be retained in Decatur 
another year, despite the offers other 
counties have made for his services, 
and it is believed that at the expiration 
of that time Decatur county wilt have 
so completely won the fight that there 
will really be rejoicing that the boll 
weevil ever came within her midst.

GREAT CAR SHORTAGE | 


GEORGIA GETS $26,498 


REPORTED BY RAILWAYS' FOR NATIONAL GUARD 


New York, October 21.—Railroads of! 


the United States are suffering from 
the greatest shortage of cars ever ex- 
perienced at this time of the year, ac- 
cording to figures made public here. 
On September 20 there was a net short- 
age of 61,030 cars. This compares with 
a surplus of 131,027 cars on October 1, 
1914, and of 78,299 on the correspond- 
ine date last year. 
The greatest shortage is in box cars, 
totaling 33,016, while coal and gondola 
cars are lacking to the extent of 19,- 
872. The greatest shortage of box cars 
is in granger states, while the lack 
of coal and gondola cars is felt most

tions. Railway men say the high point 
of the shortage will be reached some- 
time next month and that mild weather 
would tend to minimize the difficulty.

Some railroad officials in the south 
contended that the shortage complain- 
ed of in some cases was due to cars 
being held up on lines in the north, 
but investigation showed that hundreds 
of cars were being used as warehouses 
at ports of export in the south.

TOWN DARKENED 
WHEN ZEPPS COME. 

I brough*e back what seems to me 
to be the best of proof that the Zeppe- 
lins are utterly unable to tell whut 
they are doing. 

Over this great city, with 
square miles of munition works, the 
Zeppelins hovered with stopped en- 
gines. For how long no one knows, but 
certainly manv minutes, maybe half an 
hour, they drifted undetected, and with 
the finest possible opportunity for ob- 
servation. But is valuable observation 
possible from the height at which they 
float? The city knew that they were 
there and was darkened and silent. All 
street traffic had stopped, the people 
had gone within doors, obeying the or- 
ders posted throughout the place not 
to congregate on the street, not to 
shout, not to laugh. A distant railway 
train evidently gave the Zeppelin com- 
mander the first real hint as to his 
whereabouts. Then from the black sky 
directly over the town was heard the 
sudden roar of engines, started then 
and there and not approaching from 
afar. Then came the thunderous boom 
of an exploding bomb, and then an- 
other and many others, as the airship’s 
crew released their missiles in quick 
succession while their craft flew across 
the city and off into the distance, tar- 
ryving not at all, but making all possi- 
ble haste. 

There probably has been no other 
instance when conditions were so fa- 
vorable to a Zeppelin for accomplish- 
ing real military damage. Let us see 
what real military damage this one ac- 
tually accomplished. 

Between twenty and 
were killed by ‘the 
twenty houses were 
only one bomb fell in the area of war 
works, despite their vastness. The one 
which reached them fell within a works 
and set alight a pile of railway 
It did absolutely no other damage, un- 
less the killing of certain workmen 
employed in munitions factories could 
be so considered. 

This, be it remembered, is not a mili- 
tary report, but the statement of a 
neutral who was given every oppor- 
tunity for investigation. 

Was there panic? There undoubtedly 
was. 

As the bombs fell in a very thickly 
populated and pathetically poor sec- 
tion, there were shouts from men, 
shrieks from women and cries from 
children—a vast excitement in that 
particular area. But panic such as this 
Is not general nor lasting. Elsewhere 
in this particular town and in other 
places where the Zeppelins went the 
people were not touched by panic. 


LONDON GROWS 
ACCUSTOMED TO RAIDS. 


In London, now well accustomed to 
“eppelin raids, the visitors arouse keen 
interest and people by the million stay 
up late at night when they are ex- 
pected, watching and waiting for their 
appearance, and fervently hoping a 
hope, which lately has more than once 
been gratified, of seeing one brought 
vown. 

I talked with a man about the loss 
life in the city which I visited. 

“Twenty or thirty killed,” said he. 
“But what is that? In France we lose 
that many in two minutes sometimes.” 

So it seems to be with every raid, 
The loss of life, of course, has been 
deplorable, but ail the killing by Zep- 
pelins has not helped Germany ip 
the slightest daegree, except perhaps 
through keeping up the spirits of the 
German people. And this advantage to 
Germany has been, I am sure, more

Blount Describes Victories at 
Pike’s Peak and Giant’s 
Desparr. 


Hill climbing is the most severe fest 
of all for motor cars, and hence when 
a motor shows its superiority in this 
respect the public takes off its hat and 
hurrahs that motor. The victories 
of the Chalmers Six in both the Pike's 
peak and the Giant's Despair climbs 
have won much praise for that ¢ar 
The winning of the free-for-all by the 
Chalmers was an especially no-able 
feat when it was accomplished at 
Wilkesbarre last week. Fred Junk, a 
19-year-old boy, piloted the car in this 
as well as the other events. 

J. G. Blount, the Chalmers distri>u- 
tor for Georgia. in talking of these 
victories, said: 

“Without considering the mertts of 
speedway and hill-climb events, from 
the strenuous standpoint, the fact re- 
mains that the latter test is the one 
to which the majority of owners put 
their ears.

"This 
imposes not only extra strains on tne 
axle, but on the transmission and also 
requires a cooling svstem that wil! 
take care of the extraordinary de- 
mands made upon it in high altitudes.

the turns. In hill climbing, the motor 
must be Kept hard at work, because 
the force of gravity is constantly in 
operation and tugging at the rear 
wheels.

Washington, October 21.—(Special.)— 
As a result of recent strikes of street 
railway men in New York, Atlanta and 
'Washington, the American Electric 
Railway association has decided to con- 
‘duct an investigation into the economic 
status of wage-earners in electric rail- 
‘ways and their relations to their em- 
| ployees. 
| Compulsory life and health as well 
,\@s accident insurance was discussed 
'at the convention of railway men 
which was held at Atlantic City. The 
opinion was expressed that this is an 
economic necessity and that it can be 
worked out by joint boards represent- 
ing the employer and employees in the 
| several industries most interested. 
| The investigation which the associa- 
tion proposes into the welfare of their 
own workmen will be conducted by a 


president of the General Electric com- 
pany; H. G. Bradley, of Stone & Web- 
ster, Boston, and James D. Movtimer, 
president of the North American com- 
pany, New York. 

The Comnmittee’s Report. 

The committee’s report this year on 
insurance was a's follows: 

(1) Voluntary insurance systems 
have failed to carry life insurance pro- 
tection generally into the lower wage 
levels, where it is most needed. In the 
absence of compulsory regulations the 
insurance protection. The compulsory 
the only one that provides reasonably 
adequate protection for all workers. 

(2) The imperative 
wage-earner for such forms of ‘social 
insurance as compensation for indus- 
trial accidents, life insurance, health 
insurance and old age pensions is now 
generajsly conceded; the question arises 
as to the agency best suited to pro- 
Vide this protection. 

(3) State insurance, so far as it has 
been attempted in this country and 
elsewhere outside of Germany (where 
‘social insurance is compulsory), does 
,;not seem to have been a conspicuous 
phenggee With regard to public pen- 
i} sion systems the failure to make ade- 
‘quate provision for the accruing liabili- 
| ties under these pension plan's has been 
| the yniversal shortcoming of such ad- 
ministration. 

(4) Labor unions as now organized 
{do not and cannot be expected to pro- 
vide the insurance needed by wage- 
earners and their families. There have 
been no comprehensive plans of “social 
linsurance, sickness, accident, life and 
pension, inaugurated and administered 
by trade unions. Insurance benefits 
jhave not been considered germane to 
trade union activities. Where such 
benefits are provided the funds for 
such purpose have not been organized. 
Mutual Associations, 

(56) Most and best progress has been 
made in procuring social insurance for 
| electric railway employees, through 
‘mutual benefit associations supported 
— managed jointly by employees and 
employers. This experience:-is believ- 
{ed to indicate the line of least resist- 
,ance and largest benefits for all con- 
' cerned. 

(6) Insurance company protection 
jand especially that of the industrial in- 
| surance companies writing small poli- 
,Cies the premiums on which are col- 
i|lected in weekly installments, costs 
/much more than an equal amount got 
| through well managed co-operative 
| mutual benefit associations, and it fails 
'to provide many other benefits which 
'these associations confer upon their 
; members. 

(7) Social insurance funds provided 
[eer managed exclusively by employing 
{ 


companies more or less fail to interest 
and satisfy employees. 

(8) If choice of the method of giv- 
ing adequate insurance protection to 
American wage-earners generally is 
left to the sociologists it will likely 
take the form of compulsory insur- 


}taxation, as in many ““uropean coun- 
|tries. American industry will soon 
‘rave to decide whether it wishes to be 
forced into this kind of life insurance, 
or whether it wishes to anticipate such 
‘legislation by voluntarily providing life 
insurance for its workmen and other 
wage-earners by utilizing existing 
machinery for placing life insurance at 
their disposal in a way that will C®use 


it to be availed of. 

1 (9) Protection should be offered to 
‘nll employees and participation for a 
minimum amount should be made com- 
pulsory during employment. Individual 
‘eontracts with individual employees 


|chould be provided. 

(10) Hea'tth insurance, while of im- 
portance, cannot be compared in value 
with life insurance and provision for 
old age, botn from the social and the 
individual family’s viewpoints, and in 
cost it should be one of the least ex- 
;ensive forms of complete protection. 

Plan Best Suited. 

(11) The plan of imsurance best 
suited to mutual benefit associations 
appears to be the renewable term 
plan with increase in rates at ten-year 
intervals; full benefits limited to three 
months or 100 days, half benefits for 
an additional three months for a sin- 
le case; no benefits paid for disabili- 
ties covered by workmen’s compeénsa- 
tion acts. 

(12) The American Association for La- 
ber Legislation is sponsor for a health 
insurance bill which, it is said, will be 
introduced in twenty-five states of the 
‘onion. It is desirable that American 
employers shall examine these propos- 
‘als and their European counterparts 
with some care. 
| (13) Whatever svstem of compulsory 
health insurance is provided in this 
country will, following the historical 
development in European’ countries, 
irecoguize the employees’ mutual bene- 
| fit association. Laws may ré@gulate and 
prescribe its activities so as to make it 
Jess effective. Herein lies the greatest 
danger of present tendencies. The in- 
iterest of the electric railway industry 
ilies in the maximum benefits for 
‘employees. It should not be burdened 
'with caring for the load of other indus- 
ltries or governmental overhead costs. 
‘It can most effectively preserve its 
identity by leading the way and so ef- 
| ficiently performing its social function 
‘that state interference cannot ham- 
| per it. 

i “Phere is perhaps no single industry 
lin this country,” the committee re- 
‘ports, “which has a¢complished more 
'in betterment of social relations than 
‘the. electric railway industry. Much 
‘of this work has been experimental. 
Much of it, however, has been so wise- 
ly planned that it has served as a 
‘model of successful administration by 
other industries. Not a great deal of 
the progress made is of printed record.”

The district occupied by the French 
is thickly populated and the Chinese 
are threatening violence, as they have 
stubbornly resisted for many years an- 
nexation to the French concession and 
in its protest to the French legation 
the foreign office! gave warning that 
it would not be responsible if violence 
resulted. 

The Chinese press is violently assail- 
ing the action of the French, declarin 
that it “surpasses Japanese tactics an 
is actual warfare against defenseless 
China.” 
is the pgrt of Peking and 
has a populatio®@® of 750,000. The 
French concession in Tientsin is situ- 
ated on the eastern bank of the Hai 
Ho and prior to its present extension 
was about one and a half miles long 
by a half mile wide. South of the 
French concession lies the British con- 
cession, while to the north are the 
Italian and Japanese settlements. 

The territory that has been taken 
by the French was the sole remaining 
district in the foreign concession in- 
habited by natives and its seizure by 
the French probably means that the 
Chinese section will be entirely elimi- 
nated from the foreign area.

RUNS 10 WILSON 


Chances for President’s Re- 
| election Considered Bright. 
Straw Votes Show Trend 
Against Hughes.

Washington, October 21.—(Spectal.) 
| President Wilson's chances of election 
today, with vractically only two weeks’ 
intervening before the fall of the bal- 
j;lots, are better than they have been 
‘at any time. The case is made, as the 
| president has said in his recent speech- 
| es, and the decision now rests with the 
| Jury. 
| The overwhelming issue of the cam- 
paign, it has turned out, ha'’s been the 
'Adamson eight-hour law. The action 
of congress in passing this law with 
|; the approval of the president, to avert 
'& nation-wide strike, has drawn the 
heaviest fire of republican candidates 
and campaign speakers. * 

By the same token it has drawn to 
the president's side the organized labor 
vote of the country and tens of thou- 
sands not affiliated with the American 
Federation. Samuel Gompers has in- 
,dicatea his belie? that labor should sup- 
port the present administration, and 
A. B. Garretson, one of the four broth- 
erhood chiefs in the eight-hour wage 
dispute has recently issued a signed 
Statement urging the president's re- 
election in view of his friendliness te 
labor, 


Straw Votes for Wilson. 


Straw votes taken throughout the 
country are indicative of the trend 
of labor toward the democratic fold. A 
letter from Samuel Butler, of Sacra- 
mento, Cal., was published in The New 
York World last Wednesday comment- 
jing on a poll of labor leaders printed 
-in The Literary Digest, wnich showed 
out of 457 responses that 332 were for 
Wilson and 43 or Hughes And others 
Scattered. He told of a more remark- 
, able roll in California. On a train 
returning from the annual convention 
of the California State Federation of 
Labor held at Eureka, Cal. were 156 
delegates. A poll resulted as follows: 
145 for Wilson, 4 for Hughes, 1 for 
Benson and 6 non-committal. 

Reports to the Chicago headquar- 
ters of the republican campaign com- 
mittee are said to have shown that 90 
‘per cent of the railroad men approach- 
;ed by the field men were for Wilson. 
Missionary work on a vast scale was 
| organized to overcome, if possible, this 
|great defection. It was decided to 
print and circulate 200,000 pamphlets 
among the brotherhood men in an at- 
tempt to show that the eight-hour law 
was not so great a boon as had been 
,imagined. The republicans claim that 
reports from shops where unorganized 
j}labor is employed and where hours of 
labor were not shortened reveal'a ma- 
jority in favor of the republican ticket. 

The absence of unemployment and 
the high wages being received by all 
classes of labor is another factor mak- 
ing for contentment with the existing 
order of things political. 

Another formidable obstacle in the 
way of republican success is the fail- 
ure of Mr. Hughes as a campaigner. 
There is little effort to disguise the 
fact that his speech-making tours have 
nowhere aroused the enthusiasm ex 
pected. The descent from a digni‘ied 
jurist, surrounded by the halo tha* en- 
compasses a justice of the supreme 
court, to the political hustings has 
been an awkward and not a particu- 
larly inspiring step. 

Roosevelt Hurts Hughes. 


Mr. Roosevelt was called in to in ect 
some “pep” into the campaign, which 
he proceeded in his’ characteristic 
style to do. The result was that in 
expressing opinions about what shontld 
have been done toward European na- 
tions in certain crises, he did the “100 
| per cent candidate” more harm than 
; good. Particularly was this true of 
(Mr. Roosevelt’s utterances in Michi- 
lgan. Because of this the campaign com- 
mittee carefully selected his speech- 
making tour so as not to include any 
Ohio cities where the German sympa- 
thizers are exceedingly pumerous. 

Reports which are proving disturb- 
ing to the repuolicans show that the 
German vote cannot he counted solidly 
for Hughes. Muny Americans of Ger- 
man birth, in contrasting the attitude 
of Wilson and that of Hughes and 
Roosevelt, feel that while they may 
not entirely approve the course of the 
administration, thé action of this coun- 
try might have been much more harsh 
under a republican administration. In 
stead of merely curbing the ruthless 
submarine warfare end holding it strict- 
ly within the bounds recognized by in- 
ternational law, the course of Mr. 
Roosevelt would have _ resulted’ in 
breaking with Germany over the Lusi- 
tania case, if he bad not already done 
so over the invasion of Belgium. Then 
instead of existing conditions, German- 
Americans might have found them- 
selves fighting against the mother 
country. 

The striking statement of President 
Wilson that the alternative of his poli- 
cy was a war policy, has had its ef- 
fect. It has awakened many American 
citizens of foreign birth to a realiza- 
‘tion of how fortunate is this country’s 
condition, and of how easily it might 
have been otherwise. 

Farmers to “Stand Pat.’ 

Farmers who are receiving record 
prices for their commodities are not 
especially impressed by the efforts of 
republican orators to picture the ca- 
lamity that will ensue after the end of 
the war if the republicans are not re- 
turned to power. Even those who ap- 
prove the policy of protection say that 
these dangers can be provided for and 
will be in due time. Meanwhile they 
are prosperous and inclined to “stand 

at ’, 


° The prominence in the cimpaign of 
the votes-for-women issue has not re- 
sulted to the disadvartage cf the dem- 
ocrats. The anti-Wilson' suffragette 
special from New York, which made 
a tour of the west, has not proven an 
unqualified success. 

Farmers, laboring men, women voters 
and just plain citizens have a feeling 
of gratitude over the president's course 
kept the nation out of war. 
Even millions of citizens who are not 
by any means for peace at any price, 
feel] that in dealing with Germany the 
president has upheld the honor of the 
nation and at the same time achieved 
a bloodless victory. The recent ex- 
ploit of the U-53 off Amer can shores 
illustrates how successful has been his 
diplomatic handling of this delicate sit- 
uation.

I’m sure, 
without having heard from him in 
Chopin or Schumann, that he can in- 
terpret those masters with sympathy 
and intelligence. But, as he wishes to 
present latter-day composers, we must 
accept him at his face value. TI, for

Urges More Active Interest of Women on Farms—M iss Jean Dean 
the First Requisite for the Good Business Woman—She Is an Advertising Agent of National Distinction.

One of the Foremost Poultry Raisers in the South—She 
Barnes Says a Good Basic Education Is 


“Yes. I have made a success of poul- 
try raising, but in the southern shows 
now I would find myself up against my 
own birds,” said Mrs. P. T. Calloway, of 
Washington, Wilkes county, Georgia, 
one of the most successful poultry rais- 
ers in the south, and an enthusiastic 
Visitor at the Southeastern fair. 

Though Mrs. Calloway has made a 
specialty of breeding show birds, giv- 
ing most of her interest to Single-Comb 
Rhode Island Reds, she has at the same 
time a flourishing business in the ev- 
ery-day egg and «chicken market. She 
has regular customers the year round 
and a long waiting list. She furnishes 
the chickens and eggs to the fastidious 
winter colony at Aiken, S. C, each year, 
and she has customers in Kentucky, the 
Carolinas and Tennessee. She said sev- 
eral little things in the course of con- 
versation with me that led me to be- 
lieve Georgia is not as fastidious a 
market for fine ezgs and chickens as 
e0me of the adjoining states are, 
though I know she had good customers 
in Atlanta, for to one patron alone she 
furnishes one hundred eggs a week. 
They come as daintily put up in boxes 
as chocolate candies, and are the most 
delicious eggs I ever tasted. 

HER 
CUSTOMERS. 


"Do you find much trouble in dis- 
posing of your wares?” I asked Mra. 
Calloway just from force of habit, that 
being the question so many women can 
readily answer in the affirmative. 

But not so with Mrs. Calloway. There 
was a little note of indignation in her 
response when she said “My trouble is 
l can never fill all the orders I have.” 

“Who looks after the poultry?’ I ask- 
ed, when I glanced at Mrs. Calloway’s 
small, dainty hands, and noted her pret- 
ty skin, free of tan or freckles. “I 
do,” was the emphatic reply, “and I 
see after and direct every department 
of my farm. 

“! learned by experience, too,” she 
explained, “for poultry-raising was not 
included in the curriculum of the Phil- 
adelphia convent where [ was ed- 
ucated.” 

Mrs. Calloway was born in Washing- 
ton, Ga. and is the daughter of the 
distinguished General B. W. Heard, the 
Heard family having contributed the 
pest citizenship to the nation since her 
grandfather and his four brothers 
fought in the battle of Kettle Creek, 
and behaved very inhospitably to the 
Tories, so history teaches. Washington, 
Ga. was originally called ‘“Heard's 
Fort,” and the home of the Jieard fam- 
ily and descendants is still in exist- 
ence in Washington. 

“It was an accident, my becoming a 
breeder of chickens,” explained Mrs. 
Calloway. “I was in ill health and the 
late Dr. Doughty, of Augusta, told me 
my life depended upon my living in the 
open. I could not live in the open and 
do nothing and have no interests, 80 
the first thing I undertook was raising 
Belgian hares as much to amuse my 
gon as to interest myself. But for many 
reasons that did not prove interesting, 
and I finally drifted into chicken-rais- 
ing. 

“I recognized, after visiting several 
representative shows, that it was a day 
of specialists in poultry as in every- 
thing else, and I determined to make 
my specialty the Single-Comb Rhode 
Island Reds. 

THE AUGUSTA 
SHOW. 

“In the Augusta show in 1913 I made 
an exhibit of 100 birds of one variety, 
the Rhode Island Reds, and that num- 
ber, it is recorded, was the largest 
entry ever made by any woman of any 
one variety of birds. I got sixteen blue 
_ ribbons, and sold more than any other 
exhibitor. It was easy. A gentleman 
from New Jersey made me the first 
proposition. ‘What is the price of that 
bird in the first pen,’ he asked. ‘$100,’ 
I replied. 

“He wrote out the check 
‘Madame, the bird is mine.’ The same 
brief conversation ensued,‘ when he 
fancied a cockerel for $50, and two pul- 
lets at $30 each. That first sale puta 
premium on my stock, and they were 
sold to breeders all over the south. 
That is the reason that I tell you now, 
when I go to a southern show as an 
exhibitor, I find myself up against ‘my 
own birds.’ 

“T believe the Rhode Island Reds are 
today the most satisfactory breed, and

they will continue so. I always like to 
see the Rhode Island alley the longest 
and best in the show. I did not send 
mine this year to the Atlanta show, but 
they will be here next year. To tell you 
the truth, the Augusta Poultry show 
has it on Atlanta so far. Augusta puts 
up the best poultry shows in Georgia. 
I have exhibited my birds in Kentucky, 
Tennessee, the Carolinas, in Savannah, 
Augusta and Macon. 

BOYS’ AND 

GIRLS’ CLUBS. 

“I wish to commend the very credit- 
able exhibit being made at the South- 
eastern fair of the boys’ and girls’ poul- 
try clubs. Those very exhibits are di- 
rectly related to the prosperity of the 
state, for they educate the boy and girl 
in the practical work of the farm while 
they are still in the school room. That 
is the way to educate the future citi- 
zen. I like to see the girls and the 
boys educated in the same branches of 
agriculture. Besides making the inter- 
est of the home common, it gives the 
woman the opportunity to become self- 
sustaining if she is deprived of her 
provider, and still has the farm to look 
after. Poultry raising, in f&ct the rais- 
ing of anything which takes women 
more out of the house to cut-of-door 
work, is wholesome, while no one can 
fail to see in these days the €remen- 
dous prosperity which lies before Geor- 
gia agriculturally. 

“While 1 make a specialty of breed- 
ing fancy birds and selling what is 
generally known as show stock, I do 
not in any way underrate the value of 
poultry raising for food priducts. On 
the contrary, 1 believe it affords a 
most lucrative field. It is uncalled for, 
the amount of money which goes out of 
Georgia every day for chickens, eggs 
and butter, when if Georgia people 
would raise good stuff they would get 
the good prices that other states get 
for the same producks. 


“The boys’ and girls’ poultry clubs, 
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their hog clubs, their corn and canning 
clubs represent the greatest movement 
that the government and the 
have taken in the direction of practi- 
cal education and agricultural devel- 
opment, for these clubs stand for“both”’ 

Mrs. Calloway praised the stock rais- 
ing departments of the fair, and. the 
general scheme of the enterprise as a 
whole. “I believe the fair is an asset 
not only to the state, but this entire

MISS JEAN DEAN BARNES 
“RECOGNIZED” AGENT. 

Miss Jean Dean Barnes, of New Yorx« 
city, one of the only two wornen in th? 
United States recognized as advertising 
agents, paid a short visit to Atlanta 
this week and convinced those whv 
met her that she could become a rec- 
ognized factor in any business’ she 
might undertake. 

“First of all a good basic education, 
self-control, and then tact and toler- 
ance I should say were the requisites 
for the woman who hopes to succeed 
in the business world,” said Miss 
Barnes when esked about the advertis- 
ing field for women. 

There are many women who write 
advertising, and many women who s0- 
licit advertising, and the neld is one 
which opens many ways to women, but 
the advertising agent, with all the 
rights that go therewith, has so far 
found only two women who are elig!i- 
ble to enjoy all the privileges the na- 
tional association confers. 

Miss Barnes has been making a tour 
of southern cities where she has many 
business patrons. Her handsome fac, 
her health and good spirit would in- 
dicate that with all her business 
activity she must have plenty of 
time for golf or some _ out-of-door 
sport which gives strength and 
vigor. “This is the second tour 
I have made since I went into business 
six years ago, and I simply wished ¢o 
Sustain my acquaintanceship of two 
thousand business associates, whom [ 
know by name and sight and with 
whom I have pleasant relations. 

“Now you may think there is such a 
thing as doing business by sitting in an 
office and trusting it to others to at- 
tend to your business for you, direct- 
ing affairs, but I tell you there is noth- 
ing like coming in contact with the 
people with whom you do business, and 
I believe I owe most of the success I 
have made to getting out of the offica 
whenever I ould and knowing the 
people I deal with. There is a pleasure 
and inspiration in it. You get to know 
what people actually want, and I ex- 
pect after this visit south to do the 
best business I have done’ y et. 

“By the way, what a wonderfu] pros- 
perity you are approaching down here,” 
said Miss Barnes, and she rolled her 
pretty dark eyes and looked so wise. 
“You can always tell by the way peo- 
ple order their goods what the season 
is going to bring as well as the class 
of goods they go after. 

“I gauge my statement by what deal- 
erg in men’s wear order as much, if 
not more, than by the way women’s ap- 
parel is ordered, and I have noticed 
that with no hesitancy the best class 
of wearing apparel is being ordered by 
dealers in men’s clothes. 

“Men are reliable customers in the 
sense that they buy rather than shop. 
A man generally does his buying in 
one place. He makes up his mind what 
he needs and can afford, and then he 
goes after it. If it is fine underwear, 
he asks for it, selects what he likes, 
and takes it. On the other hand, a 
woman will see what she wants, but 
in nine caseés out of ten she won't buy 
it until she sees what she can get the 
same thing for, maybe in the store 
next door. That is shopping, and near- 
ly all women rather pride themselves 
on being good shoppers, though few 
of them are. I heard no hard luck 
stories on my gouthern tour. On the 
contrary, it was the most optimistie 
word being passed everywhere.” 

THE BUSINESS 
CAREER. 


In speaking of the army of women 
workers in every field, Miss Barnes 
had many interesting things to say, 
and she especially stressed as a hopeful 
sign that women were seeing the ad- 
vantages of a business career as well 
as the professional career. She said: 
“It is difficult to define what proper- 
ly comes under the head of business or 
the profession. Bookkeeping or ac- 
countancy is now ranked as a profes- 
sion, and advertising has become a pro- 
fession. 

“It is unnecessary to say that when 
business becomes a profession it can 
only be reached by the woman who has 
proven her efficiency, and of course ef- 
ficiency now is required in every de- 
partment of business. So far the rec- 
ord of efficiency among young women 
workers is not high because, for some 
reason, many of them do not realize 
the value of an education as a basis, 
especially academic education. Too 
many girls make the mistake of leav- 
ing the grammar schools with poor rec- 
ords to take a superficial business 
course. This finished, they enter the 
office or business house not only with- 
out experience, but without anything 
more than a sort of mechanical equip- 
ment. Few of them have the strength 
to keep up study afterward, and these 
are the ones who must go on with lit- 
tle improvement, and consequently lit- 
tle opportunity for raise of wage.

THE WOMEN AND THE 


‘SOUTHEASTERN FAIR. 


The showing made by women at the 
Southeastern fair was an excellent one, 
accomplished by a very smal] commit- 
tee, 
qualification—Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin. 
Mrs. Lumpkin, while she directed, at 
the same time worked with her co- 
workers, and there was never an inci- 
dent where if trouble were required for 
accomplishment she _ shirked the re- 
sponsibility. She first of all realized 
that there was little fund forthcom- 
ing and that every phase of the work 
had to be developed along economical 
lines. She realized also that patience 
had to be exercised, for wemen have 
not yet become businesslike. They do 
not read literature sent them; they do 
not read circulars of informaxion Care- 
fully, and they do not read letters care- 
fully or answer them. This makes 
work hard for the women initiating the 
movement. Many times wemen desir- 


formation sent them, and then ask 
questions which were clearly answered 


Even with these obstacles, however, 
the exhibits made by the women were 
exceptionally fine, and the general in- 


reasonable that next year the woman's 
department will be develcped on 


for practical or active exhipits. 

Next year there should be a we!l 
Organized, active exhibit in dairying 
and cooking, to which. a certain amount 
of human interest would be attached 
which would make it an assured suc- 
cess. 

These exhibits might be accom- 
plished, and with comparatively little 
expense, in connection with the model 
cottage. The development of the dairy 
products might be announced for a cer- 
tain hour each day, when the churning 
might be seen, and then the butter- 
making under the right direction, for 
simple as it may seem, the very poor 
butter which is put on many a table 
Proves that ecnd of the farm work is 
not always done properly. ‘The home- 
made cheeses might be shown in the 
Same exhibit, while no man, woman or 
child who has stayed at the smaller 
hotels of the state or visited in som2 
rural households can doubt that good 
cooking is not a general accomplish- 
ment. 

An active cxhibit in the making cf 
the simple breads—those which the av- 
erage family prefers for daily con- 
sumption—could be taught. An inspec- 
tion of the rural lunch bucket, as well 
as that of the town workman, dis- 


bles are so prevalent among people who 
can 1ll afford to have them 

A reliable woman, who occasionally 
visits her plantation, told me of the 
ill health of so many of her tenants. 
They had everything they needed in 
the way of tood products, she ex- 
Plained; but nearly every one of them 
had some form of-stomach trouble or 
kidney trouble. The children were not 
as healthy as they should be, thougn 
the climate end surroundings should 
have been conducive to g00a health. 

“I went out in the field one day and 
made an inspection of the lunch buck- 
ets, and I was appalled at the con- 
tents,” she stated. “The bvead or bis- 
cuits were green with soda and lumpy 
With lard, and scarcely cooked througr. 
The fat meat was barely cooked, and 
the fried eggs were so soaked in 
Sreaseé one could scarcely tell wha 
they were. 

“I was not surprised when I saw 
this to hear nearly every day that this 
one and that one had to knock off wor 
after dinner suffering with his stomach. 

“Finally I investigated the actual 
mode of living in one of these 
homes, and found that there were food- 
stuffs in abundance, but absolutely no 
idea how to prepare the food. A good 
biscuit was unknown to the wife, and 
even cornbread was not prepared prop- 
erly. The efforts at cakemaking were 
pitiful, and no animal could digest the 
pie crusts. 

“Until common school education be- 
comes more rationalized and every girl 
has to learn something about cooking 
with her A B C’s, the only chance for 
the grown-up woman of the present is 


j}to learn something about cooking at 


the fairs, which are supposed to teach 
so much and where so much is ex- 
hibited. 

“I do not think the woman's depart- 
ment next year will be complete with- 
out exhibits which will actually show 
women how to do_ those domestic 


things in which they are inefficient.”

GOVERNMENT HUNTS 
DRUG ADULTERATORS 


Acting under the food and drugs act 
which makes it a punishable offense to 
label a medicine falsely, federal offi- 
cials have recently increased their ac- 
tivities against adulterators of neosal- 
Varsan, aspirin and other important 
drugs, with the result that tremendous 
quantities of the spurious have been 
found and destroyed as a menace to 
public health. 

The medical press of the country is, 
of coursé6, supporting this activity of 
the government, and one of the leading 
journals of this class, The Medical Critic 
and Guide, of New York (of which Wil- 
liam J. Robinson, Ph. G., M. D., .is the 
editor), editorially comments on :this 
situation in its September issue, as fol- 
lows: 

“Suppose you had a severe cold, a 
touch of the grip, a rheumstice pain or 
an incipient tonsilitis, conditions ~~ for 
Which, in your case, you found aspirin 
to act quickly and sasisfactorily. And 
Suppose you bought some aspirin tab- 
lets or powdérs, and took them as you 
were in the habit of doing and experi- 
enced no relief whatever. And suppose, 
being suspicious and being somewhat of 
a chemist, you analyzed them and foun] 
that they did not contain the faintest 
trace of aspirin, not even giving a re- 
action for salicylic acid. And suppose 
further, that on a more thorough exam- 
ination the drug which is supposed to 
be aspirin was found to be nothing but 
a mixture of sugar and milk and cream 


welfare conference to be held in Ma- 
con next Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day, October 27, 28 and 29. 

“When we pass a game law,” says 
Miss Agnes McKinna, organizer of the 
conference, “we see that it is enforc- 
«€d. When we pass a law to protect 
Jittle quail or rabbits, we see that it is 
enforced, but when a child labor law 
is passed, we are too prone to let it 
cake care of itself. 

“A few years ago when we were 
brought face to face with the fact that 
child labor had become a system in the 
United States, it was a revelation to 
most of us, but we had got into the 
toils. We have been trying to rectify, 
that mistake; we have begun to reai- 
ize it by the broken health and brok- 
en minds. We are now beginning to 
undo what we have been doing. Many 
of our laws are still very poor and ru- 
Ccimentary, and when we have secured 
these laws, we find often that they are 
only paper statutes,” 

The conference will inaugurate a 
movement for the establishment by spe- 
cial legislation of a social service com- 
mission in Georgia, but will not ask 
for any appropriation in connection 
with its establishment. They want the 
official sanction and backing of the 
state.in the social welfare work, rath- 
er than its financial backing. 

The Macon meeting will not confine 
itself by any means, however, to child 
iabor questions, but will consider the 
solution of all problems that come un- 
der the general titlé of social welfare 
work, including better schools, parks 
and playgrounds, larger libraries, em- 
ployment of labor and care of the poor. 
The conference already has the active 
support of the women’s clubs through- 
out Georgia, of the principal charitable 
and economie institutions, and of lead- 
ing members of the bench, bar and pul- 
hit, and with such strong backing, 
there will be no question of its success,

T he Southern Sociological Congress 


The new social conscience of the nation is being unified and expressed 
through the splendid organizations for social betterment. Dr. John E. White, 
formerly of Atlanta, now of Anderson, S. C., says: “The Southern Socio- 
logical congress is the one loud, clear call to southern chivalry.” 

This is a wonderful service extension movement, strictly southern. The 
extension service staff is composed of exceptionally fine men and women, | 
experts in the sociological problems which they are discussing all over 
the south. They are literally taking these matters to the people as they 
travel from state to state and place to place in a car donated and equipped | 
by the Pullman company and drawn free over all railroads. 

The congress is five years old, and was financed first by Mrs. Anna'! 
Russell Cole, of Nashville, Tenn. In New Orleans, at the annual meeting of 
the congress in April, 1916, the extension campaign was decided upon. Local 
chapters are being organized in many places. 

The exhibits shown by the workers are those used at the California 
exposition. 

Of especial interest to Georgians is the fact that among the members 
on the extension service staff is Mrs. Elizabeth B. Troutman, well known 
and greatly admired and loved throughout Georgia. As the wife of a promi- 
nent Methodist preacher, a social worker and a club woman, years’ experi- | 
ence and training have fitted Mrs. Troutman for the work in which she is | 
now engaged.

Fleanor Gilbert gives the following 
description of some of the positions 
now occupied by middle-aged women, 
some of them requiring special educa- 
tion or special training; others need 
merely a general business experience: 

1. Welfare secretary. This position 
has been created in recent years in 
those large business corporations 
where many women are employed. The 
welfare secretary has varying duties. 
Sometimes she may have to keep in 
touch with the girls individually ani 
collectively, and he a sort of business 
grievance court to soothe the disgrun- 
tled and keep a fine esprit de corps 
existing. Or she may also have the 
task of visiting workmen’s homes to 
see whether she can help wives of em- 
rloyees to better their home conditions, 
She may hbave to organize clubs for 
employees, keep them interested in 
good books and stimulate them 
greater seli-developments. 

Women Demonstrators. 


2. Demonstrator. Many of the man- 
ufacturers of household machinery are 
beginning to appreciate that women 
can best demonstrate to dealers (aa 
well as to consumers) the operation 
of a household device. Not only do 
women demonstrate foods and small 
devices, but for the larger items of 
equipment women are being hired to do 
demonstration and then train in crews 
of other women demonstrators who 
travel. This field seems to offer op- 
portunities to the intelligent, physical- 
ly strong woman of maturity and good 
presence. So many of the_ splendid 
household devives are unknown to av- 
érage homemakers because of inade- 
quate presentation. Who can do this 
more convincingly than the woman of 
convincing manner, especially if she 
had been oa practical housekeeper her- 
self? 

8. Field agents or home _ advisers. 
Since the passage of the Smith-Lever 
law a demand has arisen for expe- 
rienced housekeepers of maturity who 
can travel into country districts, bring- 
ing to the «country homemaker informa- 
tion and help about better methods of 
housekeepirg. The federal government 
has made an anpnropriation for this 
rurpose, which is supplemented by each 
state. This work requires practical ex- 
perience in actual housekeeping, sup- 
plemented by some training, and up-to- 
date information ahout modern methods 
of housekeeping, cietetics, etc.

FIRST ARBOR DAY 
WAS OBSERVED IN 
1872 IN NEBRASKA 


An annual Arbor Day for tree 
planting was proposed by Hon. J. Ster- 
ling Morton, ex-secretary of agriculture, 
and was first observed in Nebraska, 
where it was officially recognized in 
1872. All the states have followed the 
example of Nebraska in establishing 
Arbor day and the movement has spread 
into many foreign countries. Arbor 
day in each state is at the proper scea- 
son for planting in that section. 

More attention is frequently given to 
impressive ceremonies and to planting 
trees commemorative of noted persons 
or events than to having the trees in 
the best condition, and to planting them 
just right. Hence the question is often 
heard, Why do our trees die? Persons 
unskilled in planting are apt to choose 
inappropriate trees. The best trees for 
planting are those common in the lo- 
cality and the kinds that are known 
to be hardy. Elms, oaks and maples 
are to had almost anywhere and 
are easily transplanted. 

Fall Planting Safest. 

Fall planting in our section of the 
country is safest and the planting 
should be done on a cool, cloudy day. 
Unless the day is damp, the trees should 
be carried to the planting site in water, 
as exposure to dry air will injure the 
delicate roots—the feeders of the tree. 
The holes should be dug large enough 
to contain all the roots fully spread 
out and deep enough to allow the tree 
to stand about three inches lower than 
it grew. A fine loam soil should be 
worked about every root and packed 
solid. As the hole igs filled, the earth 
should be compacted above the roots 
and around the stem, in order to hold 
the tree firmly in place. The last two 
inches of soil should be very fine, and 
should be perfectly loose to serve as a 
mulch to retain the moisture. Trees 
should be planted neither in a very wet 
nor in a very dry soil. 

If trees die after having been 
planted, it is from some direct 
The of the principal part 
root system when the tree is 
taken up frequently causes its 

The method in common use is to use 
only a fifth or less of the root in 
transplanting. So if the top is not 
shortened the leaves may evaporate 
more moisture than the roots can pro- 
vide, resulting in the death of the tree. 

Things to Avoid, 

Unnecessary exposure to sun and dry 
air causeg the death of many trees in 
transplanting. The failure to pack the 
soil tightly about the roots is a com- 
mon error in planting. This leaves 
the tree unstable and prevents its first 
growth or rootlets from absorbing food. 
Anything that prevents the soil parti- 
cles from coming into close contact 
with the roots is sure to be injurious. 

Trees die when planted in soil so wet 
as to prevent the air from reaching the 
roots, or when the planting is followed 


by a long drought. 

Whether a transplanted tree lives to 
reach maturity depends upon the after- 
treatment. Protect the young trees 
from weeds and grass, keep the soil in 
good physical condition and retain the 
moisture. Occasionally spade up the 
earth within a circle of a few feet 
around the trees. Piant trees in ail 
the bare places, especially around the 
school house. Cultivate a love for treeg 
by studying them:

Bigger and better in every respect than 
the dreams of the most optimistic “booster” 
ever had pictured it, the Southeastern fair 
passes into history as an outstanding event 
among the series of achievements marking 
the current and noteworthy civic and rural 
renaissance of the southeast. 

The fair has more than proven the wis- 
dom and soundness of judgment of the pro- 
moters of the enterprise. 

These men went into it in the beginning 
in the proper spirit and manner; they were 
not carried away with their enthusiasm— 
they were not overly but just 
enough so. They made their plans upon the

So, of course, when on one day, last Tues.- 
day, a veritable avalanche of humanity 
swept down upon the fair, the attendance 
for the day mounting beyond 55,000, or more 
than twice what had been expected—natur- 
ally, there was some congestion and the 
management was put to its wits’ end to care 
for the crowd. At that, complaints arising 
out of the congestion were remarkably few. 

But thoughtful men will not rest upon 
laurels won; they will not rest content with 
the fair of another year as it was this. 
They will not lose a day in preparing for a 
bigger, more complete and more compre- 
hensive Southeastern fair for 1917. 

The task ahead of them, it is true, pre- 
sents fewer problems than did that just 
accomplished. The race track—a unique 
engineering feat and a wonderful triumph 
in art—was built and completed, and it will 
stand, becoming more beautiful as its sur- 
roundings are developed. 

The pioneering all has been done, and 
two good, permanent buildings erected.

ONE-DAY FAIR AT DECATUR. 


Although an innovation of but one year’s 
trial, DeKalb county made such a reputation 
with her one-day fair of 1915 that this year’s 
display needs but brief announcement to 
attract general attention and draw the in- 


terested crowds. 

One year ago thirty thousand people saw 
the one-day fair at Decatur, enjoyed and 
marveled at it; this year the invitation is 
expected to add to that number, for the 
fame of the magnificent show DeKalb then 
made spread far and wide. 

One of the very interesting things in 
connection with the one-day fair at Decatur 
this year is that everything about it is free. 
The. exhibitors pay no entrance fee, the 
public pays no admission. Every resident 
of DeKalb is invited to come and show 
what he has; every man, woman and child 
anywhere is cordially welcome to come and 
see. 

While some change has been made in 
the program this year, it is still strictly a 
one-day fair. Instead of being comprised in 
the limits between rising and setting sun, 
it will begin at 12 o’clock noon on Tuesday, 
October 24, and will conclude with the 
grand parade at the noon hour Wednesday, 
October 25. This plan enables exhibitors 
better to arrange their showings, besides 
affording opportunity to many others to 


attend. 


Featured in DeKalb’s one-day fair will 
be particularly DeKalb county products, in- 
cluding live stock and poultry, agricultural 
exhibits on wheels, the results attained by 
the DeKalb corn, canning, pig, and poultry 
clubs, the work of DeKalb county’s good 
women, and many other things that com- 
bine to make up the showing that is most 
worth while. 

Next to the people of DeKalb themselves 
this one-day exhibition at Decatur is of 
most interest to the people of Atlanta and 
Fulton county. DeKalb, with its splendid 
expanse of agricultural Jands, is Atlanta’s 
garden. DekKalb’s dairies pour their spark- 
ling milk into Atlanta homes every morn- 
ing; chickens, eggs, butter and other pro- 
duce come to us daily from DeKalb farms, 
while her truck gardens send us the best 
of fresh vegetables that Georgia grows. 

Atlanta, therefore, has in DeKalb more 
than the ordinary interest of a neighbor; 
it is that of the consumer in the provider, 
and so well has DeKalb played her part 
that her trade here is growing every year 
and will continue to grow as she keeps on 
sending in more and better produce. 

It igs an interest which should and will 
impel Atlantans to go and see and learn 
more about what is done right here at her 
doors, done for Atlantans themselves. There 
is nothing, after all, like getting the per- 
sonal touch; and after we have gone and 
seen DeKalb in her holiday dress, display- 
ing all her numerous and interesting indus- 
tries and possibilities, those chickens, veg- 
etables, butter, milk, or whatnot will taste 
better than ever before. 

Besides all that, every Atlantan and 
everybody else who goes to Decatur Tues- 
day afternoon or Wednesday. morning, per- 
haps both, will see a show that is well 
worth the seeing—the splendid panoramic 
picture of one of the biggest, best and most 
enterprising agricultural counties in all the 
south.

battlefields most easily reached!” 

It is held that the future “battlefield ex- 
cursionists,” as they are called, will be rich 
enough to pay the price—especially the 
Americans “‘who have made big money out 
of the war.” 

It is further stated that “exceedingly 
luxurious schedules have been mapped. out 
for the wealthy pilgrims,” and for this class 
the “welcome” sign will be everywhere in 
evidence. 

And not only will the trip to the history- 
making battlefields be worth the cash ex- 
penditure, but—Europe will ‘need the 
money!” 


THE SAME WAR SLOGAN. 


“Let the enemy crush his head against a 
wall of iron, and may God help you in this 
great work,” was the text from which the 
kaiser preached a sermon on efidurance re- 
cently to the troops at the eastern front. 

From front to front he hurries now to 
inspire the troops with Christian devotion 
to the head-crushing task, having supple- 
mented it with the French slogan as to 
Verdun: “He shall not pass.” 

Incidentally, it is alleged, he told the 
troops that “many of the enemy know not 
why they fight,” being in battle without a 
cause. They only know that they are there 
to shoot and be shot at; they have neither 
right nor reason to be there! 

Such is the convenient conscience-quiet- 
ing philosophy of war, and, as charged, pre- 
eminently so in the case of the kaiser, who, 
in the opinion of enemy war correspondents, 
is unshaken in his faith that he walks the 
battle-fronts with God!

“Por this—for these—thank God, and 
call it ‘Victory!’ ” 

Those who have greatly suffered by it 
cannot reason it out that war, once started, 
is war from all angles—wind and fire that 
know not where to stop; and now, in the 
vision of its far sweep, prayers for peace 
clash with those for killing; and, in spite of 
all belligerent protests, the peace-prayer 
predominates.

SHERMAN’S STOPOVER IN ATLANTA 
ON HIS MARCH THROUGH GEORGIA 

I find the following very interesting state- 
ment in a new history of Georgia published 
by R. P. Brooks: 

“sherman entered Georgia 
with nearly 100,000 men. He was opposed 
near Dalton by General Joseph E. Johnston, 
with a force of 50,000. Johnston was removed 
by President Davis, General Hood taking 
command. As soon as Atlanta capitulated 
Sherman issued'an order requiring the in- 
habitants to leave within five days. Hood 
protested against this order, and the mayor 
and council appealed to him to rescind it, 
stating that the bulk of the inhabitants 
were women’and children, whose forcible ex- 
pulsion would entail endless hardship and 
suffering. To this communication Sherman 
replied: ‘I have read the petition carefully 
and give full credit to your statement of 
the distress that will be occasioned, and yet 
shall not revoke my orders, because they were 
not designed to meet the humanities of the 


in May, 1864, 


case.’ 

“When all preparation for the southward 
march had been made, Sherman set fire to 
Atlanta. His conduct on this occasion has 
been condemned by northern as well as 
southern writers. It has been pointed out 
that Grant did not find such megsures nec- 
essary at Vicksburg, Rosecrans at Chatta- 
nooga, Burnsides at Fredericksburg, nor 
Butler at New Orleans.” 

In this same history it is stated that 
Sherman officially reported that he destroyed 
property in Georgia to the value of over 
$100,000,000, and that only $20,000,000 was 
used for his army, leaving a destructive and 
useless waste of $80,000,00. 

MAYOR WHO SERVED ATLANTA 
BEFORE MOSES FORMWALT'’S TIME 

While the first mayor of Atlanta was 
Moses W. Formwalt, there was an official 
who was really the mayor before Mr. Form- 
walt’s time, as there was a mayor who served 
with a commission when Atlanta was Mar- 
thasville. 

Attention to this has been called by Frank 
P. Riee, the oldest living pioneer in Atlanta, 
Mir. Rice states that in 1847, when Atlanta 
was known as Marthasville, the city gov- 
ernment was composed of five commission- 
ers, Willis Carlisle, John Bailey, Patrick 
Quinn, L. V. Gannon and John Kile. Mr. 
Carlisle, who headed the commission, was 
designated mayor. He was, therefore, real- 
ly the first mayor of Atlanta. 

Mr. Formwalt, however, was the first reg- 
ularly elected mayor after Atlanta was char- 
tered in 1848.

WILD RIDE BY FIRST MARSHAL 
WHO KEPT ORDER IN ATLANTA 

If we are to believe some of the stories 
told by pioneers the administration of jus- 
tice in Atlanta in the early days was at- 
tended with many difficulties and dangers. 
Back as far as 1848 and 1849 the lawless ele- 
ment was in the majority, but they finally 
succumbed to the strong arm of the law. 

Atlanta’s first marshal, who was the chief 
of police, was German L. Lester. He 
said to have been a kind and gentle 
but fearless and brave. The story is 
on him, during the time.the lawless 
ment was in power, that on a certain Ovcasion 
when he was sitting on his little Indian pony 
talking in his kindly way to a crowd of 
boys, some lawless miscreant tied a bunch of 
firecrackers to his pony’s tail and set them 
on fire.

Marshal Lester could never be made to 
state how far the pony ran before he stopped 
him, but there was a number who were wil]- 
ing to testify that it was three days before 
the marshal made his appearance on the 
streets again. 
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Bees Possess Combined 
Sense of Smell and Taste 
Is Conclusion of Dr. MclIndoo 


In a pamphlet recently issued by 
Smithsonian institution, Dr. N. E. MeIndoo, of 
the bureau of entomology, states that the 
sense of smell in honey bees is highly 
developed and that it also serves as a sense 
of taste. In some instances the bees seemed 
to distinguish a markd difference in the 
taste between certain mixtures which the 
scientist himself could scarcely perceive. 

Until recently but little experimental 
work has been performed to determine 
whether insects have a true sense of taste, 
or gustatory sense as it is termed in science, 
but the present author has endeavored to 
show that bees have likes and dislikes in 
regard to foods, and has made a$$ carefu! 
study of the structure of the sense organs 
on the mouth-parts of the honey bee, In 
his experiments he used something like 5,500 
bees, mostly adults, all of which were kept 
in their normal state. 

Even in the higher forms of life it is dif- 
ficult to distinguished the sense of taste from 
that of smell, and in his experiments Dr. Me- 
Indoo has discovered that in the bee these 
two senses cannot be separated at all. In 
fact, the sense of taste proves to be mere ly 
one phase of the olfactory sense, or sense 
of smell. In testing the senses of these in- 
sects the following substances were the most 
important ones used: vinegar, lime-sulphur, 
kerosene, carbolic acid, formic acid, oil of 
peppermint, quinine and strychnine and va- 
rious other salts mixed with cane-sugar and 
honey, besides other candies made of various 
sugars and honey. 

Dr. Melindoo’s Experiments. 
Mcindoo began by feeding the 
several substances from which five classes 
were chosen to study the effects; repellent, 
sweet, bitter, soul and salty substances, the 
four latter being representative of the at- 
tributes of human taste 

The experiments show that bees like honey 
best of all foods, and that they are able to 
afstinguish the differences between various 
kinds of honey; that they have likes and 
dislikes, and that they can distinguish in 
foods differences not perceptible to the 
writer. Oil of peppermint, which is agree- 
able to man, is distasteful to bees, while on 
the contrary, another substance which the 
experimenter did not like, seemed to pieagse 
the bees. 

It was also discovered that the bees must

How Bees Make Wax Molds. 

During his experiments he also investi- 
gated the tactile sense, or the sense of touch, 
of the honey bee, and believes that with 
the organs for that purpose the bee is en- 
abled to mold in uniform thickness the walls 
of all its cells. He also investigated the 
manner in which bees eat liquid foods by 
capillary attraction and by a pumping force 
which they possess. Solid substances, which 
they cannot eat at once, are dissolved by 
the application of saliva. He discovered that 
many solid substances, which are not pre- 
viously smelled by the bees, release odors 
through the physical or chemical changes 
brought about when dissolved by 
saliva. These odors received by 
the olfactory organs of — the mouth-parts 
which the nearest, and for thts reason 
the so-called taste sense seems to be only a 
phase of the sense of smell of bees 

Dr. Mecindoo and the few vother scientists 
who hawe fed insects foods containing un- 
desirable substunces, have onserved that they 
refuse such foOds after eating more or less 
of them. From this observation the othe: 
authors have concluded that insects can 
taste, although they have not ascertained 
whether they possess sense organs anatomic- 
ally adapted for tasting, nor have they con- 
sidered the role played by the sense of smell 
in these responses. Dr. Mecindoo says that 
it is almost impossible to determine whether 
we taste or smell certain substances when 
we eut them. Before being eaten by ug a 
food sometimes emits only a faint odor or 
none at all; but when we eat it a pro- 
nounced odor is perceived, showing that in 
such cases the odorous particles are not 
wiven off until the food is taken into the 
mouth and mixed with saliva. The same 
principle seems applicable when hees eat 
candy which contains undesirable substances 
emitting extremely weak odors. The author’s 
experiments during four years convince him 
that the olfactory sense of the bee is much 
keener than that of man. Finally, he be- 
lives that their olfactory sense is highly 
developed and that it serves them asa sense 
of smell and taste combined.

By means of the Boys’ Pig cluo 
thousands of voys are being interested 
and instructed in hog raising, to their 
pleasure and profit and to the benefit 
of the communixy and the country. The 
influence of such work toward mors 
successful stock farming, &¢ od citizen- 
ship and replenishing the states larder 
cannot be measured. 

The first Boys’ Pig club was organ- 
ized in Caddo parish, Louisiana, In the 
fall of 1910 with a membership of 0909 
boys. The organization was due to Mr. 
EK. W. Jones, who was superintendent 
of the rural schools of the county. The 
pig work was outlined somewhat simi- 
lar to the Corn Club work and was dis- 
tinctly an outgrowth of it. It was an 
economic necessity among some of the 
corn club members, as it gave them an 
opportunity of marketing some of their 
corn through a pig, and further en- 
couraged the diversification of crops, 
which was being urged upon,the boys 
as well as upon the farmers. 

The work was taken up in 1912 by 
the bureau of animal industry, and now 
it is being conducted co-operatively bv 
the bureau and the state agricultural 
colleges. 

Pig Clab Work. 


The pig club work means more than 
raising a few hogs, making som 
money, and winning,a few prizes. The 
educational feature is largely responsi- 
ble for the position which it occupies 
with the boys, the community, or in the 
state. 

In addition, the work of this club has 
interested many a boy in study wh») 
either disliked school] work or was a 
laggard in his class. Two Nerth Carc- 
lina boys, who were dull and who dis- 
liked study and books in general, with 
the result that they stood foot in their 
class, despite the efforts of teacher an]l 
parents, joined the pig club. They im- 
mediately became interested and reaa 
every circular-letter and bulletins that 
contained instructions for the work o? 
the alub and the raising and marketing 
of pigs. Each became interested in the 
frowth of their pigs to such an- extent 
that he became a first-class reader and 
used the information gleaned. Before 
the year was out each was among the 
best pupils at school and gave promise 
of continuing faithful and interested. 

Exhibits at Fair. 

The pig club exhibits at the fair have 

been valuable. Even girls have won 


prizes for their pigs. 
In 1915, at the Georgia-Florida fair. 


_ held at Valdosta, Ga., the pig judging

DONT LET APPLES 


RUT ON THE GROUND 


Farmers of South Not as Keen 
to Save as Northern Grow- 
ers, Says L. J. Dawson. 


Dawson Bros., in their search for ap- 
ples for making vinegar and cider, 
have gone into the nills of Maine, the 
cause being that growers in the east 
have an eye to business and ship 
their apples, instead of letting them 
fall to the ground and rot. 

Three carloads of apples are ground 
daily by this big vinegar plant, and 
to get them they are forced to g0 
where they are to be had. Several 
carloads have been secured in Virgiriia 
and North Carolina, while others come 
from the east. 

“There are enough apples that fall 
to the ground and rot in Georgia to 
fill many cars, yet the farmers place 
no value on them,” said L. J. Dawson. 
“We pay 25 cents a bushel for apples 
that fall from the tree, the cost from 
a radius of more than a hundred miles 
being only five cents a pnushel, giving 
the owner a net of 20 cents per bushel. 
A bushel of noes weigh just fifty 
pounds, and right here within a radius 
of ten miles of Atlanta the ground is 
covered with apples that have fallen 
from the trees, some of them in bad 
shape, but all saleable. 

“There are enough apples absolute- 
ly left to rot on the ground to run 
a factory for many days, and they are 
a dead loss. Farmers should convert 
these apples into cash, especially when 
there is a ready market at such good 
prices.”

SHOE PRICES GO UP; 
REASONS ARE GIVEN 


W. H. Durden, Representing 
Selz, Schwab & Co., Finds 
Business in South Booming. 


“This has been a remarkable week 
in my line of business,” said W. H. 
Durden, who represents Selz, Schwab 
& Co., manufacturers of shoes, who 
has kept open sample rooms in the 
Kimball house during the fair. 

“Of course, the shoes sold are ship- 
ped as per contract at prices quoted, 
but where prices will go is prob- 
lematical. Here is the reason:” 

And Mr. Durden read the following 
from The Selz Weekly News, the house 
publication, written by S. Axman: 

“Advances in the price of leather are 
coming so fast that it is almost im- 
possible for a manufacturer to quote 
a price on shoes that he can maintain 
for more than twenty-four hours. 

“Before the European war an ad- 
vance of 2c a foot on leather was an 
extreme advance; most advances were 
put in on fractions of a cent. Today 
it is not at all uncommon to have 
leather jump 6c a foot. Every time 
an advance of this kind is put on, it 
means from 18c to 20c a pair on wom- 
en’s 8-inch boots, which require close 
to four feet of leather to each pair. 

“To give you some idea of how fast 
prices are going up. In July, A grade 
white kid was sold at 60c a foot. Pre- 
diction was then made that before 
long it would be selling at 80c a foot. 
We have already reached the 80c mark, 
and it is now redicted that before 
January 1 A grade white kid skin will 
be $1 per foot and that practically all 
other colors will follow it. With col- 
ored kid selling at a dollar, black kid 
will no doubt be selling at from 80c 
to $0c a foot. This, of course, is for 
the top grades. The lower grades will 
follow in two or three assortments at 
a break of 10c per foot, which will 
bring the lowest grade kid skin stock, 
if these predictions are fulfilled, be- 
tween 50c and 60c per foot. 

“When you appreciate that only two 
years ago shoes that retailed as high 
as $19 and $12 were cut from stock 
that cost not to exceed 40c 2 foot, you 
will understand what we are coming 
to. When the upper of a cheap kid 
shoe (which requires in a low pattern 
about three feet to a pair) costs from 
$1.50 to $1.75, you can understand that 
the finished shoe will cost a manu- 
facturer at least $2.50, as labor, soles, 
heels and findings add 60c to 75c. This 
is a shoe that the jobbing trade for- 
merly sold as low as $1.50 per pair. 
Other grades will no doubt go up in the 
same proportion. High-grade welts 
and turns that two years ago were 
sold at $3.50 to $4 are now being quot- 
ed by the same manufacturers at $5.75 
to $6 per pair, and the end is not yet 
reached by far.”

Hosiery Exports and Needle F amine 
Some Causes of Advanced Prices; 
Redwine Discusses Market Conditions 


The dean of the wholesale dry 
goods trade of this city is L. A. Red- 
wine, of the firm of Dougherty-Little- 
Redwine Co. He is within onegyear 
of having been continuously engaged 
in this business for fifty years in At- 
lanta. He returned a few days ago 
from a hurried buying trip to New 
York, and discusses with much inter- 
est the conditions of the market as 
he found them while in the east. 

“T have been going to New York for 
forty-three years,” said Mr. Redwine 
Saturday, ‘“‘but I have never in my life 
seen it when it was so wild and de- 
moralized as it was a couple of weeks 
ago when I|[ was there. Prices have 
just soared sky high, and in some 
lines it is impossible to get goods. In 
other lines, goods are very scarce, but, 
of course, there are some to be had. 
Mills are completely oversold. It is a 
rather peculiar situation, however, 
that confronts many of these mills. 
They have orders on their files that 
been there for many, many 
months, and when houses get behind 
them about it they simply state that 
they will fill them just as soon as 
they can. They really would like to 
have the orders canceled, and that’s 
what many of them are hoping for. 
You see, they are turning out goods, 


} but the price has jumped so that they 


are lettings them go to the higher buy- 


er and holding up‘the orders received 
when they quoted much_lower prices. 

“Then again, there hast been such a 
heavy export demand on’ some lines. 
Take hosiery, for example. I investi- 
gated and found this to be true. Up 
to 1914, before the war began, some 40 
per cent or more of the hosiery we 
used was imported from England and 
Germany. Of course this stopped. and 
we began exporting. In a short time, 
almost before the year was out, we 
exported a million and a half dollars’ 
worth. Now already, this year, we 
have exported fifteen million do'lars’ 
worth, and from the way things are 
gsoing we will export twenty million 
dollars. The same is almost true’ of 
underwear, but I didn’t get the exact 
figures. These are the conditions 
which is making goods so scarce and 
so high. 

“Another thing has been the scarc- 
ity of knitting needles, both for knit- 
ting hosiery and underwear. Just 
about the time the dye 
cleared up a bit and they were over- 
coming it, then there came a great 
scarcity of needles. Where 
ally sell for about $15 per 1,000, they 
are now offering as high as $100 per 
1,000, and cannot get them at

Will Establish His 


Identity for Life 


N IMMENSE amount of 
unhappiness and injus- 
tice has been caused in 
this world by the fail- 
ure to establish a per- 
son’s identity—especial- 
ly to prove beyond ques- 
tion that he was a cer- 
tain mother’s child and could not possibly 
be any other. 

All this trouble in the future can be 
avoided by the new system of taking baby’s 
footprints. As long ago es King Solomon's 
time the difficulty that might arise about 
a child's disputed parentage was recog- 
nized. Most persons remember the story 
about Solomon’s judgment as related in 
the first book of Kings, chapter 3, and if 
they do not not here it is: 

There were two mothers in Jerusalem 
who came running to the king and told 
him an extraordinary story. The first 
said that they both lived in the same 
house; that she became a mother there, 
and that the other woman had a baby 
three days later. There was no other per 
son in the house at the time.

The first complainant alleged that the 
other woman suffocated her own baby in 
the night, and while the complainant was 
asleep stole her living child and put the 
dead one in the place. When the mother 
awakened she discovered that she was 
holding a dead baby. The second woman 
denied the story and declared that the 
other woman had lost her own child and 
that she was trying to steal a live one. 

All the wise mep around King Solomon 
thought that this was an insoluble prob- 
lem, but King Solomon abruptly said to 
one of bis soldiers: 

“Bring me a sword * * * divide the liv- 
ing child in two and give half to the one 
and half to the other.” 


The unfortunate baby, as many ancient 
pictures show, was held up by one ‘eg. 
while the ruthless soldiers prepared to 
chop it exactly in two.

A shriek immediately followed, and 
the woman who had made the complaint 
said: “Oh, my lord, give her the living 
child and in no wise slay it.” 

But the other said: 
mine nor thine, but divide it.” 

King Solomon decided that the woman 
who was ready to give up her child rather 
than see it killed was really the mother, 
and ordered that it should be given to her. 

For over 2,500 years this has been con- 
sidered one of the best cases of good judg- 
ment. Now science tells us that the same 
problem can be decided-with more cer- 
tainty by a simpler and less dramatic 
method. In some of the maternity hos. 
pitals, both in this country and abroad, the 
nurse takes the new-born baby’s foot in her 
hand and covers it gently with printer’s ink 
by means of a roller. 
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Then she transfers an impression of the 
sole of the foot to a sheet of paper. She 
repeats the process with the other foot; 
finally she cleans off the ink with alcohol. 
The baby may squeal a little, but the pro- 
ceeding does not do him the slightest harm. 

The baby’s name is also written on a 
piece of adhesive plaster and pasted on its 
back. Other precautions are taken to pre- 
serve the baby’s identity. A piece of tape 
is tied around its wrist bearing a number, 
and a similar number is tied to the mother. 
This all prevents the recurrence of some 
sad cases where nurses took the babies 
away for some purpose and returned them 
to the wrong mothers. 

Every child is born with a complicated 
system of lines on the soles of his feet and

You Can Shake This Tower 
But It’s Safe in Earthquake 


Y THE mere pressure of your hand you 

can rock “Sather Campanile,” the 302- 
foot memorial tower just completed on the 
playing fields of the University of Call- 
fornia. 

In order to minimize the danger from 
earthquake shocks the architect, Professor 
John Galen Howard, and the engineer, Pro- 
fessor Charles Derlith Jr., so built the 
strong frame of the Campanile that cross- 
bracing is eliminated at alternate stories. 
As a result the yibration of the tower is 
like that of a steel rod,.one end of which 
is thrust in the ground. In an earthquake 
the tower would vibrate like a tree. 

According to Professor E. Hall's tests 
the tower has a vibration period of 1.13 
seconds. By pressing against the stee| 
frame at the top of the Campanile every 
1.13 seconds he was able to rock the tower 
so that the earthquake recorders registered 
the vibrations. However, the amount of 
motion was less than the thickness of a 
sheet of paper. 

The plan of the building is to prevent 
cumulative swaying, such as would occur 
if the period of the earthquake and the vi- 
brations of the tower were the same, and 
such as would cause the structure to col- 


lapse.

HY does a dentist “kill” a nerve be-

Dynamite Is Used 
for Tree Planting 


YNAMITE for planting trees has been 

tried successfully on some English 
Tarm. The attempt was made on an apple 
orchard of 4,000 trees to be planted. 

A soll auger with a two and a half 
horse power petrol engine was mounted on 
the running gear of a light farm wagon. 
With this outfit two men were able to put 
down as many holes in a day as thirty men 
could have punched with a bar and a sledge 
hammer. 

In these holes light charges of dynamite 
were exploded. In the excavations the en- 
tire orchard was planted in less than fif- 
teen days of nine hours each.

Dip Your Toothbrush in - 
Salt to Destroy Germs 


I. HAS been found by experiments that a 
toothbrush becomes infected after a sin- 
gle using. Each bristle serves as an inocu- 
lating needle, and any part of the gums 
which may be penetrated by a bristle is 
vaccinated with whatever germs happen 
to be flourishing on the brush. 


The tooth powders and pastes commonly 
used contain nothing powerful enough to 
destroy the microbes .{n a toothbrush. 
Even a one-in-twenty solution of carbolic 
acid will not kill them. A simple method 
suggested by Dr. Hugh W. MacMillan for 
keeping the toothbrush free from dirt and 
the germs of disease is so simple that it is 
surprising nobody ever thought of it be- 
fore. It consists merely in applying to the 
brush each time you are through using it 
enough ordinary table salt to cover every 
bit of the bristles with a thick coating. 

First rinse the brush thoroughly in run- 
ning water, sprinkle it liberally with salt 
and hang in a dry place where it will not 
be exposed to dust and dirt. The salt is 
dissolved on the wet brush and penetrates 
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How a teothbeusds looks when in- 


cased in a coating of salt. 


thoroughly to the center of each tuft of 
bristles. By the time the brush is needed 
again the water will have evaporated and 
each bristle will be covered with a deposit 
of crystals. 

“One cannot imagine germs living in 
such an environment,” says Dr. MacMil- 
lan. “Bacteriologists may take exception 
to this, for it is doubtful if salt is fatal to 
all germs. But it is fatal to many, and 
there is probably no microbe whose growth 
will not be hindered seriously ‘by the 
thick coating of salt.”

place as a fine art and not relegate 
it to the plane of mere surface ac- 
complishment and frivolous enter- 
tainment. True grace results wheti 
the dramatic emotions unite with mu- 
sical interpretation in the expression 
of a lofty idea.” 

Over the country many classes 
have been formed for the teaching of 
the dances of the Orient.

“This statement is Surprising news 
to people who have the records and 
have grown up with the wire busi- 
néss. The germinal idea of an 
armed wire is first. found in the sug- 
gestion of W. D. Hunt, Scott, N. Y., 
who used spur-wheels strung on the 
linewires of the fence.

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Woman's Avlvice May Help Solve Britain’s Food. 


London, October 21.—There was a gen- 
uinely striking and impressive scene, 
with an American woman as its cen- 
tral figure, in one of the wards of the 
biggest hospital in London the other 
day. This great hospital, the “Lon- 
don,” which stands in the middle of 
one of the drabbest districts in all 
untidy Whitechapel, is now full of 
wounded soldiers and has been almost 
ever since the fighting started. I went 
down there to see a friend who was 
“pipped” recently in the Big Push, got 


to him without much difficulty, and 
we had the beginnings of a fine palaver. 

Right in the middle of it, however, 
a concert suddenly happened. They 
have them, and other forms of enter- 
tainment, pretty regularly in these big 
hospitals where there are wards upon 
wards full of battered warriors who 
need something more enlivening than 
gramaphone stuff to cheer them up, and 
mostof these concerts are pretty good. 
This one was. A pretty English girl 
with a sweet soprano voice sang some 
ballads charmingly. Another played. 
A comic man sang “Back Home in 
Tennessee” and other American-made 
and native ditties that the Tommies 
love, and got a great “hand.” 
AMERICAN WOMAN 
CENTER OF INTEREST. 

Then came a fair violinist. She 
a small, pretty woman with an 
lectual face, and, quite evidently, a 
real artist. She played a series of 
Russian and Spanish dances with a 
verve and spirit that sent the wound- 
ed men, the nurses, the visitors, every- 
body who heard her into raptures: The 
applause made the walls shake. Only 
when she had given two encores would 
they let her go 

“I suppose you know who that is?” 
said a sister to me. “That is Mrs. J. 
M. Robertson, whose husband, the fa- 
mous member of parliament, is chair- 
man of the parliamentary committee 
that is inquiring into food prices. She 
is an American, Doesn't she play beau- 
tifully? She often comes here, and 
goes to St. Thomas’, the Charing Cross 
and other big hospitals to entertain the 
men there. You can see how they 
appreciate it. She is doing a [Bt of 
other kinds of war work, too, and her 
son is at the front and her daughter 
is nursing out at the 4th London Gen- 
eral. She is one of the most interest- 
ing women in London.” 

“Introduce me, please,” quoth I. 

This was not the first time. by many, 
that one had heard of Mrs. J. M. Rob- 
ertson, whose husband is among the 
most brilliant men in British politics 
and one of the greatest scholars in 
England. A self-made man, who left 
school when he was 13, he has repre- 
sented the Tyneside division of North- 
umberland in the liberal interest stnce 
1906. In 1911 he became parliamentary 
secretary to the board of trade and 
continued in that important job until 
the formation of the coalition min- 
istry, when he withdrew to make room 
for a unionist. 

PRICE OF FOOD 
NATIONAL SCANDAL. 

Excepting the war itself there is no 
question in the public mind that tran- 
scends in importance that of the price 
of food. In some cases it is considered 
a national scandal. Mr. Robertson's 
task is to tell why prices are higher, 
to fix responsibility and to recommend 
the remedy. Likely as not American 
housekeeping methods may have some 
influence on the result, for Mrs. Rob- 
ertson will doubtless give views on 
this first—and foremost—problem of 
the home. 

When the question of the steady rise 
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throughout the country got to be an 
acute one Robertson became chairman 
at the express wish of the president 
of the board of trade, Mr. Runciman, of 
the committee of experts, that was ap- 
pointed to inquire into the causes of 
the soaring figures and to make a re- 
port. Between the appointment of 
this committee and the date of its 
first sitting the price of both bread 
and bacon fell. heir report is now 
being prepared and will be one of the 
most discussed British official docu- 
ments of the war.

“KNEES | HAVE 
SAT ON.” 


It is doubtful if there are many 
women living who can look back upon 
a more interesting youth than Mrs. 
Robertson, who, as a little girl, num- 
bered among her “playmates” Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Walt Whitman and a score of 
others of the intellectual giants of that 
period. She was then living in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., where her mother estab- 
lished what Mrs. Robertson describes as 
perhaps one of the truest “salons” that 
ever have existed in the United States. 

“My father, Charles Mosher,” she 
rsaid, “was a banker, a member of a 
Huguenot family, and a descendant 
of the famous Judge Mosher, whose de- 
cisions are still quoted in the western 
courts. I was born in Des Moines, Iowa, 
and, after my father’s death my mother 
moved to Cambridge, Mass., for the 
purpos. of educating my elder sis- 
ter and me. My mother was, I think 
I can say, an unusually gifted woman 
and our house, when I was a little 
girl, was a gathering place for all the 
celebrities of Cambridge, and many 
from elsewhere, Longfellow, Whitman 
and Dr. Holmes, James Russell Lowell, 


W. Lloyd Garrison, Wendell Phillips, 
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Frederick Douglas, Professor William 
James, William Dean Cowells and ever 
so many others. Ie have sat on all 
their knees and my sister, who was 
older, knew them even better than I 
did. Somebody once’ suggested to her, 
in fact, that she should write a book 
called ‘Knees I Have Sat On,’ and I’m 
sure it would have been interesting.” 
After her pride in husband and chil- 
dren Mrs. Robertson's chief enthusi- 
asm just now appears to be a bound- 
less admiration of the epirit of Eng- 
land in this time of -national trial. 


“Though I’ve livéd here for 28 years,” 
she said, “and am married to a Scotch- 
man, I’ve always remained an Ameri- 
can, but now I believe I’m becoming 
British @t last. The goodness of these 
people! Their kindness and congidera- 
tion for the Belgians and the other war 
sufférers who have been thrown upon 
their charity surpasses everything mm 
have ever seen. Call they ‘cold!’ W. , 
they are the most sentimental race 9n 
earth, I do believe!” ¢ 

Then she explained, in the early days 
of the war, when the Belgian refugees 
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were pouring into England »y the hun- 
dreds of thousands and had to be lodg- 
ed and fed as best they could, certain 
criticisms were made of the arrange- 
ments at the Alexandra palace (now full 
of German civilian prisoners), farl’s 
court, London's former fun city, and 
other places that had been more or less 
hastily prepared for the reception of 
these homeless thousands. 

“Mr. Robertson was then parliamen- 
tary secretary to the board of trade,” 
said his wife, ‘and these reports reach- 


ed his ears. ‘I wish you would go and 
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have adook at these places yourself,’ 
he said to mé; ‘and tell me exactly how 
they are being run.’ 

“So I went out to Barl's court,” Mrs. 
Robertson went on, “and what I saw 
there simply amazed me. There was 
no sort of comfort that could have been 
hastily provided that was missing. 
There was even a creche for the babies! 
The more I poked about and investigat- 
ed, the more impressed I became with 
the wonderful big-heartedness that had 
inspired all this. And then I came to 
beds which I had been waiting all along

N the good.old days, when sturdy buc- 
caneers ravaged the seas and many a 
merchantman was sent down to the 
depths of Davy Jones’ locker, the 
Spanish main was a place to be 

feared, 

Long, low, rakish craft with crews of 
bewhiskered pirates dealt with their cap- 
tives in a manner far from gentle, and it 
was only the armed merchantman or man- 
o’-war, with fighters daring enqugh to 
walk the plank without a quiver, who ven- 
tured into those island retreats where 
every coral reef hid a brigantine and every 
island sheltered its gang of lawless free 
booters. 

Least of all would a person think of 
seeking it as an ideal spot to spend a 
honeymoon. Though all of nature proved 
most pleasing, so vile was man that this 
beauty spot of the mid-tropical seas was 
shunned as was the plague. 

But there, in the heart of the Bahamas, 
to Salt Cay, better known as Treasure 
Island, goes John T. McCutcheon, the fa- 
mous cartoonist, to spend the honeymoon 
that is to follow his wedding to Miss 
Evelyn Shaw. 

A coral reef with the vellow sands sung 
by Prospero, surrounded by purple waters 
and banked with fronded palms and 
tropic fruit trees has become the winter 
home of this famous interpreter of news 
in drawing. A dream of boyhood days has 
been realized, and on Treasure Island, un- 
interrupted except for the crying of the 
sea birds or the song of the wind in the 
jungle underbrush, they may .dig for’ hid- 
den gold or seek buried pirate relics as 
freely as d'd Squire Trelawneyv and Dr. 
Sé4vesev and Jim Hawkins under the di- 
rection of poor daft Ben Gunn. 

Of course, Treasure Island — let us 
adopt that name rather than Salt Cay, for 
it smacks a bit more of that classic of boy- 
hood legend—is not the spot Stevenson 
had in mind when he penned the tale that 
first established him ada master of mod- 
ern English literature. It was the artist 
fn him that gave the germ for the idea 
when he clambered to the attic of his 
Scotland home one cold winter’s day-and 
drew a wonder map for the edification of 
his little stepson. When he came to 
weave his story about. the island, 
drawn at random and named _e with 
pirate retreats in carefree manner, it 
was Jim Hawkins he chose to tell the 
tale, and to the end, Hawkins held 
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inviolate the secrecy surrounding the ae- 


tual location where those stirring adven- 


tures befell him and his friends. 

But Salt Cay furnished the title, just as 
Dead Man’s Chest, another coral spot not 
far away, served to inspire the song that 
Bill Bones of the scarred face sang be- 
fore the taproom fire in the Admiral Ben- 
bow, while the frightened villagers lifted 
their voices in piping chorus. 

McCutcheon, the boy reveled in the 
Stevenson tale, an every boy with a spirit 
of adventure has devoured if since. There 
was an appeal in that recital of adven- 
ture by wind and wave that spurred his 
soul with a desire of emulation. 

“l’m going to visit thmt place some day,” 
he declared. ‘Treasure .Island for me.” 

It was not until after he had purchased 
it—for he bought the spot without ever 
having visited there-—that opportunity 
was given him. 

But in the meantime, while he worked 
at his desk as a cartoonist or globe-trot- 
ted across continents into quaint places, 
he held to his determination to know the 
Spanish Main as an Mtimate. Exqueme- 
ling’s narrative of Morgan’s. exploits 
about Panama; many an ancient script 
of Blackbeard and Kidd and Flint, peo- 
pfed spot with a ghastly crew reflectifig 
the events of three hundred years before. 

In 1912 came his opportunity to visit 
the Spanish Main. The means was a yacht 
of a friend and on this he loafed along 
from cay to cay, made famous in the re- 
citals of those who wrote of the days when 
the flotsam of the earth had been col- 
lected there for their nefarious ends. 

Up and down the length of the dotting 
islands he tacked to and fro.® He found 
them as had Agassiz—‘windblown piles of 
shell and coral sand, once mucn more ex- 
tensive than now; exposed tips of a great 
submerged ridge, following ihe outline 
Cyba might bear were it to be sunk be- 
neath the ocean until only its highest 
points remained.’’ 

There was the picturesque life of the 
natives and Latin races. There were the 
decaying sugar plantations, the pearl 
fishers, the lithe divers, the adventurous 
sailormen, There were, above all, relics 
of thé old pirate days, evidences that 
brought close those vanished thieves aad 
murderers and made them real. And all 
of this McCutcheon recorded with pen and 
pencil and sent back for publication. 

On every side were cays. Rugged Cay. 
Raccoon Cay, Sandy, Orange and Whale 
Cays; Bond and Rum, and White and Sea] 


pirates gold 
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Cays, named, perhaps tit of levity; 
French and Spanish Cay and hundreds of 
others, little dots on the surface of the 
sun-kissed waters. But one spot he missed. 

That was Salt Cay, the cherished 
Treasure Island of his boyhood days. He 
glimpsed it from afar, but the emergen- 
cies of the voyage rendered it necessary 


that the vessel lay away on a diverging 
course, and his impression was the hint 
of coral pink and green herbage made pos- 
sible by the aid of binoculars. 

But certain facts he gathered concern- 
ing the spot, and these fired him the more. 

Treasure Island, he learned, was a cay 
situated at no great distance from Nas 
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sau, New Providence, a cay, like all of its 
companions, of coral formation, luxuriant- 
ly flowered and pregnant with tropic 
growths. In length, it covered three and 
one-half miles, in width, a mile and a half. 
Its harbor was a sheltered lagoon, cutting 
into the center of the island with an exit 
navigable only at tidewater, a short chan- 
pie heme ed wide enough to afford safe 
cle? 

such a spot as pirates loved, for they 
sought harberage where none might fol- 
low without disaster. 

More than that, he learned that Treas- 
ure Island was inhabited. The late Abra- 
ham Van Winkle, famous as a New Jersey 
millionaire, had purchased the cay years 
before. In its development he had spent 
large sums and there he was wont to 
winter for many years. During the latter 
years of his life he made it hjs home al- 
most the year around. 

The main house was situated on a high 
eminence in the center of,the cay, built 
after the low broad fashion of the na- 
tive houses of the mid-tropics, light of 
construction, but meeting the require- 
ments imposed by the peculiar conditions 
of nature. This, the principai building, 
was surrounded by a 300-foot veranda, 
where one might sit at ease and wafch 
the sun drop into the depths of the rain- 
bowed sea, and ljght the lamps when the 
quick southern night had fallen and repic- 
ture the surrounding seascape with thun- 
dering men-o’-war and fleet buccaneering 
craft. 

Two guests’ bungalows had been build- 
ed of concrete, furnished with all the im- 
provements of thé modern hotel. A bar- 
racks for workmen stood not far away 
and two small cottages had been set 
apart for the foreman and caretaker. 

One. did not have to tear through dense 
undergrowth in a search for Skeleton hill. 
Well-kept drives and paths traversed to 
the furthest points of the cay. There 
was a grove of 4,000 cocoanut trees, with 
their attendant promise of rich copra 
earnings, neady to bear in a few years’ 
time. : 

“If it were only possible to buy that 
place,” McCutcheon decided, “I would ask 
nothing better. Besides, I’ve always 
wanted an island, anyway.” 

But the press of business prevailed. 
He returned to his work in Chicago, and 
his ambition of ownership faded back into 
the dreams of boyhood and became only a 


ance for even a small] vessel. It was, 


wish expressed from time to time in 
empty longing. 

And, in the meantime, McCutcheon 
turned his attention from ocean-zgoing 
vessels to preparing to launch a craft on 
the sea of matrimony. Jivelyn Shaw, 
of Ragsdale, Lake Forest, had long been 
acquainted with McCutcheon. Gifted her- 
self as a writer and artist of ability, there 
were mutual interests between them that 
had grown stronger through years of as- 
sociation. 

But McCutcheon was .a bachelor. His 
forty-six years had been passed free from 
the confining bonds of matrimony, and 
even his intimate friends looked upon him 
as one who never would be satisfied to 
undertake the obligations of a benedict. 


So announcement of their engagement, 
when it was made public on the morning 
of October 1, came in the nature of a sur- 
pr@se, and with it came the statement that 
Treasure Island had been purchased at 
last and that it would be the scene of 
the mid-winter honeymoon. 

Charles T. Atkinson, a 
Cutcheon’s, played a prominent part in 
securing the transfer of the cay from 
the estate of Van Winkle. He had visited 
the island. He knew of its beauties and 
improvements. He knew, too; that it was 
for sale and that McCutcheon had set his 
heart upon securing it. So when the 
crucial moment came, he assisted in the 
preliminary negotiations of purchase 

Now, be it known, islands are expen- 
sive. A spot like Treasure Island, boast- 
ing all modern improvements and a coco 
nut grove of increasing worth, is not to be 
had for a song. The estate announced its 
willingness to sell. But the price named 
was greater than seemed feasible to the 
prospective buyer. 

Counter offers were made. ~McCutcheon 
proposed exactly one-third of the price de 
manded. Then the executors of the es- 
tate discovered a surprising fact. While 
islands may be expensive, there are few 
purchasers in the market. The man seek- 
ing such an estate is in the small minori- 
ty, and it is best to secure his signature 
and money while the spirit moves him. 
Months of negotiation passed. Finally, a 
sum agreeable to both parties was agreed 
upon. 

Then camé@ another wait. Treasure 
Island is listed as a British possession. 
To complete the transaction, the approval 
of the representative of that country was 
needed. On September 30 McCutcheon 
received word from the New York legal 
representatives of the Van Winkle estate 
that Harcourt Malcolm, British represen- 
tative, New Providence, Nassau, had ar. 
rived in New York, and that final ratifica- 
tion of the transfer had been made. 

So with the announcement of his en- 
gagement the prospective bridegroom was 
enabled to state definitely that Treasure 
Island was his at last and that, while the 
day of the wedding had not been definitely 
fixed, that Mr. and Mrs. McCutcheon 
would sail away for their honeymoon to be 
spent there sometime after the Christmas 
holidays.. 

Treasure Island as the McCutcheons 
will find it is far different from the Treas- 
ure Island of the days of Morgan and 
Blackbeard, Pew and la Fitte. To be 
sure, there are the same points and har 
borage that the pirates of old knew and 
recognized in their wanderings. There are 
the same coral strands, where many a 
bloody duel was fought and many a cruel 
murder perpetrated. The same heights 
looking down upon the multicolored 
waves, viewed flerce sea battler and rav:- 
age and rapine three hundred years ago. 

For the romance of the Spanish Maiz 
still hangs about Salt Cay. 
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
